MID-ATLANTIC 
THOROUGHBRED ARTICLE 
WINS NATIONAL AWARD 


M id-Atlantic Thoroughbred 

took honors in the 
American Horse Pub¬ 
lications contest for material 
published in 2005. Awards were 
presented June 24 in Orlando, 
Fla. 

A feature article written by 
Michael Yockel, who joined 
the magazine staff a year ago 
as managing editor, took first 
place among 53 entries in the 
feature article category for 
publications with a circulation 
of 5,000 to 25,000. Yockel’s 
winning article, “Last Hurrah 
for Historic Lise ter Hall Farm,” 
appeared in the September 
issue. Commented the judges: 
“The author turned what could 
have been an ordinary piece 
about another historic horse 
farm eaten up by develop¬ 
ment into a compelling yarn. . . 
There’s a lot of information to 
impart here, and Yockel does 
so elegantly.” 


Freelance writer Sean 
Clancy contributed three arti¬ 
cles that earned commenda¬ 
tions. His “Afleet Alex: Rising 
Legend” (July 2005) placed 
second among 14 entries in the 
category of News Reporting 
(circulation under 15,000). In 
the Personality Profile category 
(circulation 5,000 to 25,000), 
with 42 entries, Clancy’s “Buzz 
Chace: Agent to the Stars” 
(April 2005) took a third-place, 
and his “Brice Ridgely: Breeder 
of Eclipse Award Winner” 
(February 2005) received an 
honorable mention. 

Barrie Reighder, who over¬ 
sees this magazine as director of 
publications for the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association, 
was presented with the AHP’s

WEST VIRGINIA-BRED 
PROGRAM EXPANDS TO 
MOUNTAINEER PARK 


O pportunities for West 
Virginia-bred runners— 
and horses raised in the 
state—have grown dramati¬ 
cally with the state’s Thorough¬ 
bred development program 
having expanded to include 
Mountaineer Park. 

Mountaineer’s participa¬ 
tion sprung from a bill passed 
in the 2005 session of the 
state legislature. Spearheaded 
by Del. Joe DeLong, the leg¬ 
islation was supported by vir¬ 
tually all segments of West 
Virginia’s breeding industry. It 
went into effect on July 1. 

According to Joseph F. 
Cuomo, West Virginia’s direc¬ 
tor of audits/racing. Moun¬ 
taineer’s program includes 
breeder/raiser awards for 
winners of unrestricted races 
at that track, restricted stakes. 


and restricted overnight races, 
which are carded on a daily 
basis. 

The “raiser” qualification— 
used for many years at Charles 
Town, but no longer in effect 
there—has been revived at 
Mountaineer Park in order 
to “jump-start” the program, 
said Cuomo. 

“Horsemen are just start¬ 
ing to find out about it,” said 
Andrea Wilson, one of the 
program’s ardent support¬ 
ers. Wilson has operated a 
small breeding operation at 
Gallop Away Farm in New 
Cumberland, near Mountain¬ 
eer, for the past eight years. 

“In the beginning we’re 
going to have to rely on horses 
shipping in from Charles 
Town to fill these races. But 
already we see people looking 


LICKLE RETIRES FROM LONG-SUCCESSFUL 
CAREER AS STEEPLECHASE OWNER 




W illiam Lickle of Mont- 
chanin, Del., who con¬ 
sistently ranked among 


the nation’s leading steeple¬ 
chase owners during his 32 
years in racing, has retired from 
the sport. 

Lickle’s most notable cam¬ 
paigners were 1996 champion 
steeplechaser Correggio (Ire) 
and multiple stakes winner 
Victorian Hill. Correggio was 
undefeated in four starts dur¬ 
ing his championship season, 
which included the Breeders’ 
Cup Grand National Hurdle 
Handicap at Far Hills in New 
Jersey and the Colonial Cup 
in Camden, S.C. The Sadler’s 
Wells gelding, bred by Irish 
horseman Vincent O’Brien 


at his Ballydoyle Stud, retired 
in 1998 after developing an 
infected hock. Overall, he won 
six races in 15 starts in four 
seasons and earned $274,657. 
In 2004, Correggio became a 
resident at the Thoroughbred 
Retirement Foundation’s facil¬ 
ity at former U.S. President 
James Madison’s Montpelier 
estate in Orange, Va. 

“It’s been fun, a great ride,” 
Lickle, retired chairman of J. P. 
Morgan International Holdings 
Corp., told the Wilmington 
News Journal. “I think I’ve 
done about everything I can 
do. When Victorian Hill retired 


[in 1996], he was the all-time 
winningest [steeplechaser] 
at the time with earnings of 
$748,370. Correggio won an 
Eclipse Award, and my owner 
silks are now in the Racing Hall 
of Fame in Saratoga.” 

Lickle also owned several 
horses who raced on the flat, 
including 1984 Test Stakes-G2 
winner Sintra, whom he co¬ 
owned with Claiborne Farm 
owner Seth Hancock. Sintra 
won the 1984 Queen Elizabeth 
II Challenge Cup Stakes at 
Keeneland Race Course when 
Queen Elizabeth presented the 
trophy.

to acquire land to develop new 
farms in this area and bring in 
stallions. There are already 
more breeding farms around 
here than people might real¬ 
ize,” said Wilson. 

When the West Virginia 
Thoroughbred Development 
Fund was begun in 1984, breed¬ 
ing farms were almost nonexis¬ 
tent in that [northwestern] part 
of the state, explained former 
West Virginia Thoroughbred 
Breeders Association (WVTBA) 
president John McKee. 

“The previous owners of 
Mountaineer opted for a tax 
break rather than an incentive 
program for breeders,” McKee 
said. 

The state now has two sep¬ 
arate Thoroughbred develop¬ 
ment funds—one for Charles 
Town and another for Moun¬ 
taineer. However, there remains 
only one breed association, the 
WVTBA, which is located in 
Charles Town. 

To be eligible to participate 
in the program at Mountaineer, 
a horse must be registered with 
the WVTBA. For more infor¬

C linton Beck, an assistant 
starter at Pimlico whom 
officials credit with sav¬ 
ing the lives of two children he 
pulled from a burning auto, has 
been nominated for the Race 
Track Chaplaincy of America's 
2006 White Horse Award. 

On May 3, Beck finished 
his job on the starting gate at 
Pimlico in Baltimore and was 
driving on nearby Liberty Road 
when a speeding motorcycle 
passed his car and seconds later 
crashed into the side of a car 
pulling out of a driveway. 

The motorcycle's gas tank 
ruptured, igniting it. Beck and 
others rushed to the scene to 
find two adults in the car's 
front seat, plus two children, 
Kaiyen Taylor, 4, and Cameron 
Butler, 10 months, in the back 
seat. 

According to Baltimore 
County Police and Fire Depart¬ 
ment reports, the car quickly 
ignited. Beck said all but he 
and another bystander, Michael 


Loiero, ran for cover. Loiero 
began extracting the older cou¬ 
ple. Finding the back doors 
locked, Beck broke a window 
with his elbow. 

“The older child was scream¬ 
ing ‘I don't want to die,' ” Beck 
said. “The ceiling was on fire, 
and I could hear gas bubble in 
the car’s tank and see vapors 
going over the motorcycle fire. 
I grabbed the car seat and tried 
to pull the whole thing out, but 
it wouldn't come. I remem¬ 
bered I had a pocketknife in my 
jeans, so I finally cut the belt 
and grabbed a kid in each arm. 
As Pm running the gas tank 
exploded, and the force 
knocked me down.” 

The children were taken to 
an area hospital, where they 
were found to be uninjured, 
according to police. Loiero 
was uninjured, and paramedics 
removed glass from Beck's arm 
at the scene. The motorcycle 
driver died instantly. 


The Fire Department report 
termed the pair's actions “truly 
heroic” and noted that they 
were “responsible for saving 
the lives of the two infants.” 
The department will present 
Beck and Loiero with a “Com¬ 
mendation for Bravery” next 
March, said Fire Department 
spokesperson Elise Armacost. 

“The children's aunt and 
uncle [in the front seat] came 
up and gave me a hug,” Beck 
recalled. “I didn't think much 
about what I was doing at 
the time, but I do remember 
thinking, ‘How could I look 
at myself in the mirror if I 
ran?"' 

The winner of the White 
Horse Award, presented to a 
horse-related worker judged to 
have performed the most hero¬ 
ic act in behalf of human or 
horse, will be named on Nov¬ 
ember 2 at Churchill Downs, 
two days before the Breeders' 
Cup World Championships. 


VIRGINIA 
HORSEMAN 
ELECTED 
PRESIDENT 
OF TRF 


J ohnathan Miller, a Virginia- 
based businessman and 
Thoroughbred breeder, 
has been elected president of 
the Thoroughbred Retirement 
Foundation (TRF). He suc¬ 
ceeds Terence Collier, who 


decided not to seek re-election 
after serving for two years. 

A native of Louisville, Ky., 
Miller is a graduate of Duke 
University and the University 
of Louisville School of Law. 
He is the president of Wash¬ 
ington, D.C.-based Bluemont 
International, a consulting 
firm specializing in investment 
advisory work in emerging 
markets. 

“I'd like to see the TRF 
build on the foundation laid 
by its previous presidents, 
Terence Collier and John 
Stuart, and founder Monique 
Koehler, and broaden them,” 
Miller said. “I want the TRF to 
be equally involved with own¬ 
ers, breeders, farm managers, 


trainers, bloodstock agents. I 
want to reach out to all areas 
of the industry and have a 
diverse board that represents 
the entire industry, so that we 
are not just compassionate but 
relevant to all areas of the 
sport. 

“I'd also like us to be more 
involved in educational issues 
so that owners and breed¬ 
ers become more involved in 
the issues pertinent to retired 
horses. I want the TRF to be 
seen as a safety net and not a 
group that runs what amounts 
to a large horse pound.” 

Miller, who has served on 
the TRF's board of directors 
since 2001 and as the president 
of the Virginia committee, was 


involved in horse rescue long 
before he joined the TRF. He 
currently cares for 10 retir¬ 
ees on his farm in Paeonian 
Springs, Va., including Bowl 
Game, the 1979 Eclipse 
Award-winning turf horse. 

The TRF, founded in 1982, 
is the nation's oldest and larg¬ 
est Thoroughbred horse rescue 
group. The New Jersey-based 
nonprofit organization pro¬ 
vides lifetime retirement for 
hundreds of Thoroughbreds 
at farms and satellite facilities 
across the nation and adopts 
out hundreds of others after 
retraining them for second 
careers.

TETRAD 



W ith Tetrad, once a mom, 
always a mom. "If we 
ever lost a mare, I could 
put a foal on her in an instant,” 
noted Jill Gordon-Moore, pro¬ 
prietor with her husband, Ned 
Moore, of 46-acre Corner Farm 
in Berryville, Va. "She would 
take anybody’s foal for any rea¬ 
son. When she sees a newborn 
go out in the field the first day, 
she starts dripping milk. She 
just loves the babies.” 

Make no mistake: Tetrad— 
or “Tetty,” as Gordon-Moore 
calls her—misses motherhood. 
A producer of 15 foals, includ¬ 
ing 2001 Maryland Million 
Classic winner Sumerset, the 
28-year-old Tetrad retired as a 
broodmare after the birth of 
her 2001 Rinka Das filly, Cam 
Bay. And while only one other 
of her 13 foals to race, in addi¬ 
tion to Sumerset, placed in a 
stakes—her 1987 McCann geld¬ 
ing, Darted, finished second in 
the 1995 Willowdale Gold Cup 
Steeplechase Stakes—all of 
them have displayed durability 
and ruggedness. 

"She’s produced some 
extremely tough horses, men¬ 
tally and physically,” Gordon- 
Moore pointed out. "Not only 
do they run long, but they’re 
tough to break, they’re tough 
to train, they’re extremely hard- 
headed and opinionated.” 

And they’re built to last. 
Tetrad’s 1986 colt, Father D. 
Leah, made 60 starts over six 
seasons, winning six times; her 
1992 colt, Taxcert, started in 50 
races over four years, with five 
victories. Even now, at age 9, 
Sumerset continues to compete 
successfully, finishing second 
in an optional claimer at Suffolk 
Downs on June 24 —his 72nd 
start—after winning a pair of 
allowances at the same track in 
2005. He has earned $435,021. 

And Tetrad recently became 
a granddam of a stakes winner 
when Debbie Sue (out of Priva¬ 
teers Bay, by Allen’s Prospect) 
won the Brookmeade Stakes at 
Colonial Downs on July 1. 


Tetrad herself, bred in Flor¬ 
ida by Live Oak Farm, never 
raced. From what Gordon- 
Moore can gather—second¬ 
hand information—a back 
injury as a 2-year-old quashed 
Tetrad’s racing career before 
it began. But being a daughter 
of Tentam out of a Chieftain 
mare (Minisquaw), made her a 
good broodmare prospect. 

By the time Gordon-Moore 
purchased her in 1986, with 
Darted in utero, Tetrad had 
produced four foals, all of 
whom became winners. Tetrad 
represented Gordon-Moore’s 
first Thoroughbred mare 
acquisition when she entered 
farm management that same 
year, although she had been 
around horses for her entire 
life, including galloping them 
at the race track for 15 years, 
four with Hall of Fame trainer 
MacKenzie Miller. 

In fact, the association with 
Miller indirectly led Gordon- 
Moore to Tetrad. Among the 
horses she handled for the 
trainer was Tentam, a son of 
Intentionally who won seven 
stakes and, perhaps unfairly, 
lost out to Secretariat as cham¬ 
pion turf runner of 1973. 

"He [Tentam] was the nic¬ 
est horse in the barn, person¬ 
ality-wise—an absolute gem,” 


recalled Gordon-Moore. "And 
he had the most tremendous 
shoulder you’ve even seen, 
and that’s something that she 
[Tetrad] produces continu¬ 
ously. She’s extremely well-bal¬ 
anced—everything fits. She’s 
not the most beautiful horse 
that ever lived, but everything 
is right.” 

When Tetrad became avail¬ 
able, Gordon-Moore jumped 
at the opportunity to buy her. 
"When she was younger,” 
Gordon-Moore remembered, 
"she had this uncanny way of 
just blending into the group. 
She was always sort of a meek, 
small mare who stayed out of 
the way. You never noticed her. 
But I think she was smart all 
those years.” 

By "smart,” Gordon-Moore 
means that Tetrad knew how to 
get along. For example, Tetrad 
accompanied Gordon-Moore 
when she settled in to manage 
Virginia’s Audley Farm, where 
Tetrad was placed in a field 
with approximately 20 other 
mares. "I thought, ‘This is 
going to be deadly,’ ” Gordon- 
Moore recalled. "But by the 
next morning, she’d made 
friends with the meanest mare 
in the field, and became her 
lady-in-waiting and got every¬ 
thing she wanted. So what she 


didn’t have in brawn, she had in 
smarts. She has the personality 
to make them all be friends 
with her. Nobody ever both¬ 
ers her.” 

Tetrad applied those smarts 
to raising her foals. "She was 
an excellent mother,” said 
Gordon-Moore. "The first time 
we let them out together in the 
paddock, she would only allow 
her foals to jog. She wouldn’t 
let them run. And she’d jog 
them in circles, herding them 
in small circles—first one way, 
then the other way. She let 
them do just about enough and 
then she’d make them stop. 
Some mares get silly and go out 
and run and act like fools, but 
she was so precise in what she 
allowed her foals to do.” 

Upon retiring Tetrad, Gor¬ 
don-Moore gave her the task 
of babysitting the farm’s wean¬ 
lings. "It was the only time she 
got to be the real boss,” Gor¬ 
don-Moore noted. "She loved 
it. She was really good at it, 
and they all minded her. But 
she doesn’t do hills very well 
anymore, so now we keep her 
in a smaller paddock.” 

From there, Tetrad currently 
takes on one broodmare client 
at a time. "She babysits whoev¬ 
er is sort of odd man out,” Gor¬ 
don-Moore explained. "There’s 
always someone who needs a 
friend, who needs their back 
scratched. She’s currently baby¬ 
sitting an old Graustark mare 
that we have that’s in foal.” 

And Gordon-Moore already 
has determined Tetrad’s up¬ 
coming assignment: "I’ve got a 
horse to bring home from the 
race track in the next couple of 
weeks, and that will be her next 
one to babysit. Everybody 
loves her. You can do anything 
you want with her. 

"Some horses are always 
getting in trouble and hurting 
themselves and having prob¬ 
lems, but she never does. She 
doesn’t miss a trick. She looks 
like she’s got a lot of life left in 
her.” /Michael Yockel

CHARLES 

JENKINS 

Charles S. Jenkins, longtime 
proprietor of Oak Hill Farm in 
Rippon, W.Va., died on June 9. 
He was 67. 

Oak Hill foaled and raised 
many horses who competed at 
Charles Town and elsewhere, 
and over the years stood 
numerous stallions. Listed 
on its stud roster for 2006 
were Emancipator and Slew 
O’Quoit. 

Mr. Jenkins’s late mother, 
Meriam Jenkins, was a noted 
horsewoman as well as the sis¬ 
ter of longtime Maryland train¬ 
er the late H. Steward Mitchell. 

A graduate of American 
University, Mr. Jenkins served 
two tours of duty with the 
U.S. Marine Corps during the 
Vietnam War, earning the 
National Defense Service 
Medal, Combat Action Ribbon, 


Republic of Vietnam Cross 
of Gallantry and Republic of 
Vietnam Campaign Medal. 

He was employed for many 
years with the U.S. Postal 
Service in Washington, D.C. 

Mr. Jenkins had served as 
vice-president, treasurer and 
a long-standing board mem¬ 
ber of the West Virginia Thor¬ 
oughbred Breeders Associ¬ 
ation. 

D. MICHAEL 
SMITHWICK 

D. Michael (Mikey) Smithwick, 
the Hall of Fame steeplechase 
trainer and renowned amateur 
rider based throughout his 
career at his family’s farm in 
Hydes, Md., died on May 29 
at the age of 77. (See memorial 
tribute on page 28.) 

Mr. Smithwick holds the 
all-time record for number of 
winning rides in the Maryland 



Hunt Cup (six). He also won 
the Virginia Gold Cup three 
times and the Grand National 
at Butler a total of five times. 

After launching his career as 
a trainer in 1955, Mr. Smithwick 
soon came to dominate the 
sport. He was the national 
leader by races won in 10 sea¬ 
sons between 1957 and 1969, 
and the top trainer by money 
earned in all but two years 
between 1957 and 1970. By the 
time his era as a trainer ended 
in 2000, horses trained by Mr. 
Smithwick had accounted for 
more than $4.3 million in earn¬ 
ings. He currently ranks eighth 
on the National Steeplechase 
Association’s all-time list. 

Mr. Smithwick trained three 
horses who were inducted into 
racing’s Hall of Fame: Neji, 
Bon Nouvel and Jay Trump.

He had to his credit additional 
champions Ancestor, Mako, 
Top Bid and Straight and True, 
as well as top stakes winners 
Uncle Edwin, Inkslinger and 
Happy Intellectual. 

He was inducted into the 
Hall of Fame in 1971. 





HARRY STROVEL 

Harry W Strovel, 64, a long¬ 
time Maryland horseman who 
managed high-profile owner/ 
breeder Peter Angelos’s Thor¬ 
oughbred operations through¬ 
out the 1990s and early 2000s, 
died on June 9. 

Mr. Strovel and his wife, 
Patricia, had raised horses at a 
farm in Whiteford, Md., which 
they purchased in 1969. For 
many years, Mr. Strovel made 
his career as an ironworker and 
as business manager of the 
Ironworkers Union Local No. 
16. 

He retired from that tine of 
work in 1986 and turned toward 
the horse business. Mr. Strovel 
oversaw the operation of Mr. 
Angelos’s Marathon Farm in 
Sparks, Md., a showplace facil¬ 
ity known as Ross Valley Farm 
under the earlier proprietorship 
of the late Eleanor Ross. He 
also served as Mr. Angelos’s 
racing manager. 

Mr. Strovel had moved to 
Florida in 2002 but returned 
to Maryland for medical treat¬ 
ment last year.

An unbiased 
appraisal 
offers hope for 
the future 


W ho’s the customer? What’s the SWOT on horse racing? 
Can you marry the horse industry and the tourism 
industry in Maryland (other than during Preakness 

week)? 

Graduate students from the Accelerated Master of Tourism 
Administration (AMTA) program at George Washington 
University recently responded to those questions. In order to 
graduate from the master’s program this spring, the students 
were required to examine the horse industry in Maryland and 
come up with a proposal to bring our industry into the 21 st 
century 

There were 27 students. A diverse group—smart and 
energetic—and, most important, unbiased. These were fresh 
eyes. Most had never visited a race track or a horse farm. They 
participated in George Washington’s distance learning program 
from locations spread across the country. The AMTA program 
addressed three specific areas: destination, event and sports 
management. 

SWOT—strengths, weaknesses, opportunities and threats. 

The students used these compartments to quickly define the 
areas to target. They zeroed in on horses, starns quo, excitement 
and competition. It was amazing to me how this group of 
dynamic young people could spend just a few days of hands-on 
activity at the track and a breeding farm, and then come up with 
proposals that made any sense at all. Yet they did. 

The students did not have time to consider gambling 
regulation or the political paradigm that impacts the racing 
industry on every level. They had a simple task—figure out 
how to popularize horse racing, find ways to make it appealing. 

It was clear that they had checked their preconceptions at the 
door. They analyzed the numbers, the audience, the facilities and 
destinations, and came up with some perceptive plans. 

Upon presenting their projects, three groups, as judged 
by public relations, tourism, and horse industry professionals, 
made the final cut. All three had identified the oh-so-obvious 
weaknesses—a need for new revenue to upgrade facilities and 
advertise and promote. However, they also found some valuable 
strengths of particular interest to us—the live horses and the 
bucolic farmland used to produce them. And they had identified 
the customer, and it is them. 

These students had a brief tutorial on a business—a 
complicated industry, actually—that takes many of us years to 
understand. They soon realized that without appealing to them, 
the business cannot compete, and certainly will not flourish. 

Yes, they said, the industry needs money and promotion. They 
also believe that the necessary components—the horses, the 
history and the excitement—are there to build on. In fact, several 
participants said they will go to the track again and already 
wanted to visit more farms. Tourism and horses—I think this 
marriage can work! ^

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Human side 
of the business 

“It’s not just horses , ” says Tom Bowman , 
who along with his wife Chris ranks among 
the region’s top Thoroughbred breeders

om Bowman leans 
back on one elbow 
while sitting on 
the counter of his 
1 spartan barn office 
and ponders the path of his 
Thoroughbred business. 

“There have been a lot of 
good horses, a lot of hard work 
and a lot of success I guess, 
but it’s the human parts of the 
story that are so good—-it’s my 
family, my wife, my children, 
the other people involved. The 
human side is too important 
not to consider. It’s not just 
horses.” 

Bowman wasn’t giving 
journalistic advice, just think¬ 
ing back to 30-odd years in 


the Maryland Thoroughbred 
industry. Since they arrived in 
Chestertown with a son and 
a daughter, Bowman and wife 
Chris have added three more 
children (and six grandchil¬ 
dren) to their family, bought 
a second farm in Chesapeake 
City, cultivated a core group of 
clients and business partners, 
satisfied veterinary custom¬ 
ers from the Eastern Shore to 
the western part of the state, 
fought for the future of the 
state’s horse industry, and bred 
enough quality horses to win 
two state breeder of the year 
awards. 

The latest honor came in 
2005 as Bowman-bred horses 


won 66 races and $1.7 million. 
Two-year-old stakes winners 
Creve Coeur and Smart and 
Fancy led the way for an opera¬ 
tion that foals 50 to 60 mares 
per year. 

This past spring, the Bow¬ 
mans drew further attention 
when Point Determined start¬ 
ed in the Kentucky Derby. Bred 
by the Bowmans and longtime 
partner Milton Higgins, Point 
Determined was produced 
from a graded stakes-winning 
mare, Merengue (by Broad 
Brush), purchased as a foal. 

Over the years, other stars 
of the program, which involves 
partners such as Higgins, Tom 
Sutton, trainer Dickie Small, 


and other friends and family, 
include Tenski (Maryland-bred 
horse of the year in 1998), 
Love of Money (winner of 
the 2004 Pennsylvania Derby- 
02), Global Gait (champion 
Maryland-bred 2-year-old male 
in 2000), Who Wouldn’t, Proud 
Owner and G. O’Keefe. 

“I always wanted to breed 
our own horses,” said Bowman, 
who was hired as the resident 
veterinarian at Cynthia and 
Charles McGinnes’s Thornmar 
Farm in Chestertown in 1970. 
“The ultimate goal was to have 
a group of nice broodmares 
and be able to race at least 
some of their offspring. We 
try to follow through on that.

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Some years you’ve got to sell 
to pay the bills and some years 
you find a way to keep some. 
There’s no real pattern to it.” 

Other than the success. 

A working veterinarian with 
clients throughout the state, 
Bowman built the breeding 
program over time—acquir¬ 
ing mares and adding partners 
while seeing 150 mares a day 
during the breeding season. 
He quickly gained a reputation 
for helping problem mares get 
(and stay) in foal, which led 
to foal-sharing arrangements, 
stallion seasons and more. He 
and Chris bought a 60-acre 
piece of Thornmar, creating a 
family farm with horses, goats, 
chickens and such—and also 
launching a legacy that began 
when Bowman was a child. 

Tom Bowman, now 63, grew 
up on four acres in Catonsville, 
Md., one of five children. His 
father was a mailman, and 
horses did not run in the family. 
Farming did, however, courtesy 
of both sets of grandparents. 
Tom never missed a chance to 
go to his grandmother’s home 
in Carroll County to drive trac¬ 
tors or work with the resident 
beef cattle. Owning a farm of 
his own became a goal, a dream 
really, that needed a scholarship 
to the University of Maryland, 
a master’s degree in animal sci¬ 
ence, a veterinary degree from 
the University of Georgia, a 
three-year fellowship to the 
University of Pennsylvania’s 
New Bolton Center and, finally, 
the job at Thornmar to come 
true. 

He would have been con¬ 
tent doctoring cows, but that 
wouldn’t have resulted in the 
farm. 

“You just don’t go from ‘I 
would like to live on a farm’ 
to living on a farm unless your 
family had the farm, and we 
didn’t have that,” said Bowman. 
“We didn’t have the money to 
buy the farm and being a vet¬ 
erinarian for beef cattle doesn’t 
pay much money. This is the 
closest I’ve come to being able 
to do what I wanted—which 
was to own a nice farm and 
raise cows. We might still do 
that one day, but we would 
recognize it as a hobby and not 
a business.”

Thoroughbred breeding 
remains a business, one that 
grew beyond that first farm, 
Dance Forth, in Chestertown to 
220-acre Roland Farm in Chesa¬ 
peake City. Roland Farm hums 
with the activity that comes 
with mares and foals (a group 
that numbered about 45 this 
season) and yearlings. The foals 
are all born in Chestertown— 
close to the Bowmans’ house 
with “monitors in every room” 
for nightwatching—but the real 
work gets done at Roland. 

Once part of Windfields 
Farm, Roland came to be in 
typically roundabout fashion. 
The famed Windfields opera¬ 
tion shuttered in the late 1980s, 
and Northview Stallion Station 
(co-founded by Bowman) came 
into being. The Bowmans first 
bought about 100 acres, with 
help from Tom’s sister Emma 
and her husband Bijoy Ghosh. 
An orthopedic surgeon in Phila¬ 
delphia at the time, Ghosh 


wanted a chance to slow down 
and live in the country. Tom 
and Chris wanted to expand. 
Ghosh never slowed down, but 
lives in the country, and the 
Bowman breeding operation 
began to bloom. Another 100 
acres completed the farm a few 
years later. 

“We originally bought 
half of what now makes up 
this—the other half of it was 
bought by Moon Nursery” said 
Bowman. “They used barns to 
store nursery products and they 
were slowly starting to pull up 
all the fences and I heard they 
were getting ready to turn the 
land over and put it into pro¬ 
duction. I went to the man and 
said ‘I don’t know if we can 
afford to buy this from you, 
but I encourage you to leave it 
in grass because it’s been this 
way for so long.’ The man said 
Til sell it to you for what we 
paid for it.’ ” 


“We’re not land barons,” 
said Bowman. “Chestertown 
is the family farm, where the 
kids were born, where the 
grandkids come. The foals are 
born there because we’re there. 
Chesapeake City is an extension 
of that farm. We needed more 
room for our own horses and 
we have a handful of boarders 
that have been with us for years 
and years.” 

Their most prized brood¬ 
mares include: 

♦ Merengue (Broad Brush 
—Sentimental Tango, by Senti¬ 
mental Slew), whose graded- 
winning son Point Determined 
sold for $290,000 at the Keene- 
land September Yearling sale. 
Merengue, 11, did not have a 
foal in 2006, but is in foal to 
Saint Dam. 

♦ Mescalina (Smarten— 
Tequila Sheila, by Hagley), 
dam of two stakes winners, 
including the 2004 Maryland- 
bred champion 3-year-old male 


Love of Money (by Not For 
Love) who has earned over 
$600,000. Winner of the 2004 
Pennsylvania Derby-G2, Love 
of Money was caught at the 
wire in his debut this year 
when second in the Grade 3 
Westchester Handicap. Now 
13, Mescalina had a Smarty 
Jones filly this year and is in 
foal to Saint Liam. 

Shashobegon (Broad 
Brush—Kimonina, by Specta¬ 
cular Bid), co-bred with Dickie 
Small, who won or placed in 
16 stakes, earning $531,904. 
The 11-year-old mare was not 
bred for 2006, but is in foal to 
Smarty Jones.

ing through on their way to 
the sales, the race track or the 
numerous fields surrounding 
the two main barns. Various 
parts of the Bowman family 
call Roland home—and work. 

Daughter Becky Davis, 37, 
fills the role of farm manager. 
She oversees the Chesapeake 
City operation, steers her own 
steadily expanding sales con¬ 
signment business and acts as 
her father would in many situ¬ 
ations. 

“She used to come home 
from college and help me feed 
at 4 in the morning,” said Tom 
with pride. “If there was a 
single person more responsible 
than anybody else, excluding me 
as a veterinarian, I would say it's 
her. She's been the thread that's 
held things together.” 

Another daughter, Quin 
Bowman, 28, floats between 
foaling duties at Chestertown, 
assisting with sales prep and 


nursing sick foals back to 
health. Son Brooke Bowman, 
26, oversees the Chestertown 
farm and handles anything his 
sisters can't, from dealing with 
difficult horses to groundskee- 
ping to deadpanning that “all 
the fences on the farm should 
be painted John Deere green.” 

Two other Bowman chil¬ 
dren, the oldest Tommy, 39, 
and middle child Peggy, 33, 
have moved on to other pur¬ 
suits but still maintain deep ties 
to the farm life. 

“Tommy helped build most 
of the fence on the Chestertown 
farm and still does some night¬ 
watching, but he owns a screen 
printing business,” said his 
father. “Peggy [Siroli] became 
a veterinarian, but not the type 
you'd think. She works for a 
commercial food company in 
food safety. It's a really good 
job and she loves it.”

Like any successful family 
business, the path weaves a bit 
but finds its way through highs, 
lows, good decisions, bad luck, 
circumstance and chance. 

Through it all, Tom and 
Chris smile at the family they Ve 
created. Some combination of 
six grandchildren (three each 
from Becky and Tommy) could 
be playing ball in the barn or 
riding through the farm on 


the runningboards of Tom’s 
Dodge truck or begging Chris 
for a trip to the pool. 

“It’s an amazing feeling,” 
said Tom. “It’s the same in 
every industry—the most dif¬ 
ficult part is finding trusted 
labor and trusted management 
people and then being able to 
afford them. We’ve chosen to 
try to keep all of our chil¬ 
dren involved who want to 


stay involved and find ways to 
financially or otherwise reward 
them.” 

Those rewards have includ¬ 
ed pieces of horses, places to 
live, shares in the income and 
a future. 

KID STUFF 

Though technically employ¬ 
ees, the three Bowman children 
who work on the farms get 
more out of the business than 
paychecks. 

“We all have pride in what 
we do because it is a family 
farm,” said Quin. 

“You get to go out and 
work with your family every 
day. Not many people can say 
that, and I really enjoy that part 
of it. My dad and I have always 
gotten along really well, and my 
mom and I are pretty close—I 
think all of us are, really. I 
love the farm in Chestertown, 


I’m extremely attached to that 
place.” 

Once an actress who had 
a bit part in The Replacements, 
Quin and husband Dennis 
Hickman, who works for the 
Kent County (Md.) Sheriff’s 
Department, have a house 
on the Chesapeake City farm. 
During foaling season, she lives 
with her parents. 

Becky, whose sales consign¬ 
ment business has boomed 
along with the Bowman breed¬ 
ing operation, takes more 
responsibility than her younger 
siblings. Like them, she consid¬ 
ered following her father into 
veterinary medicine but got 
tangled up in organic chemis¬ 
try, biochemistry, physics, mar¬ 
riage and motherhood. 

“As much I enjoyed it, I 
would have much rather been 
mucking stalls and cutting grass 
than going to class. So here 
I am,” said the Washington 
College graduate. “I’m more

involved because I was first 
and I got involved in the sales 
stuff because someone we had 
a horse for on the farm asked 
me to do it, and I loved it 
Quin and Brooke work with 
me and they can pretty much 
run things at the sales” 

Becky, who worked with 
several consignors before join¬ 
ing the family operation full 
time, credited her father’s 
philosophy on raising horses 
with much of the success. Like 
many Mid-Atlantic breeders, 
the Bowmans let their horses 
grow up in fields and in groups. 
They learn competition early, 
live toughness every day and 
thrive. 

“He taught us the way he 
believes in raising horses,” 
Becky said. “They stay outside 
all the time, they get raised in 
groups, they learn to compete 
for food, they learn to compete 
for space. There’s a definite 
pecking order that goes on. 
We’re to the point now where 


we’ve got some horses that 
are valuable enough that we 
do have to raise some a little 
differently because we worry 
about scars and stuff. But the 
point that got us here is they all 
became hard-knocking, tough, 
competitive horses. They get 
to the track and know how to 
fight.” 

Raised as farm kids from 
the beginning, the Bowman 
children, all college-educated, 
were encouraged to find out¬ 
side interests. Tommy started 
a business. Becky got married 
and had three children. Peggy, 
a graduate of Virginia Tech vet 
school, became a research vet¬ 
erinarian with no attachment 
to horses. Quin followed the 
acting bug for a while and now 
pursues an art career (pastels, 
oils and wire sculpture). Brooke 
harbors hopes of being a race 
car driver, and has the trophies 
(and crack-ups) to prove it. 

“Dad would love to have 
all five of us have little houses 


on the farm and all working 
here, but he didn’t make any of 
us stay,” said Quin. “He’s just 
passing down something that 
he’s been taught by his parents. 
It’s always been a very close 
family.” 

MOM’S IN CHARGE 

Behind every great breeding 
farm there’s a strong woman, or 
something like that. 


A native of England, Chris 
Bowman came to America at 
age 12—a year after her mother 
died—to live with an aunt in 
Maryland. She met Bowman 
in high school and has been 
by his side through veterinary 
school, Thornmar, Northview, 
five children and more. She 
has long taken the night shift, 
watching mares and handling 
the foaling duties while her hus¬ 
band caught up on some sleep

before going to see veterinary 
clients all over the state. Now 
62, Chris Bowman manages the 
farm office, orders supplies for 
die veterinary business, sends 
and pays bills, does labora¬ 


tory work, keeps the books 
for Bowman-Higgins Stable. 
Through it all, she’s also batded 
rheumatoid arthritis and nine 
joint surgeries. 


“Mom tells stories about 
eating ketchup and crackers for 
dinner while dad was in school 
and how hard it was at times,” 
said Quin. “When I’m having 
a hard time or I’m upset about 


s ome thing, I think o f them. 
I’m very proud of what they’ve 
done and it means a lot.” 

Not half as proud as her 
mother. 

“We have made it financially 
I guess, but we started out with 
absolutely nothing,” said Chris. 
“Now, it’s great to be able to 
work so close with your fam¬ 
ily—very gratifying. You hear 
about families that try to grab 
every litde thing they can get 
in a business, but that’s not our 
family. I feel good about being 
able to raise them in this atmo¬ 
sphere, and being able to keep 
it all going.” 

Chris would love to see her 
husband retire, but he laughs at 
the notion—though he admits 
he has slowed down and will 
continue to do so. He rises 


Milton Higgins: 
partner and friend 


I n the midst of building a 
Thoroughbred business 
based on claiming fillies and 
mares from the race track and 
re-selling them as broodmares, 
Milton Higgins asked his vet¬ 
erinarian at Bowie Race Course 
to palpate several mares. 

“Absolutely not,” the vet 
replied. “That’s not what I do. 
I’m a race track vet. The guy 
you want is Tom Bowman.” 

So Higgins called Bowman 
—and launched one of Mary¬ 
land’s most successful Thor¬ 
oughbred partnerships. 

“I was ready to put the 
mares on a van, but Tom said 
he’d come to me, which is 
exactly the kind of thing Tom 
would say,” Higgins recalled 
of a conversation that took 
place about 30 years ago. “We 
got to talking. There was a bot¬ 
tom-line passion to breed good 
horses—in both of us.” 

Bowman and Higgins now 
own 20 mares together, and 
operate a breeding/selling/rac¬ 


ing partnership that produced 
2006 Kentucky Derby start¬ 
er Point Determined among 
a host of other standouts. 
Higgins came to Maryland in 
the mid-1970s after working 
with Quarter Horses in New 
Mexico and Colorado. He bred 
and sold roping and cutting 
horses first, and then moved to 
race horses before making the 
jump to Thoroughbreds and 
Maryland. 

“The economic model just 
wasn’t going to work with 
Quarter Horses or Thorough¬ 
breds out there,” he said. “I’m 
a backside guy, not a frontside 
guy, and Maryland is a blue-col¬ 
lar state, so I chose Maryland.” 

And Bowman. Together, 
they present a perfect match 
of strengths. Higgins possesses 
a graduate degree in business 
from Harvard, researches pedi¬ 
grees, studies the sales market 
and manages the stable’s rac¬ 
ing side. Bowman oversees the 
breeding stock, works his con¬ 


nections for stallion seasons 
and ensures the mares get their 
chances to produce. 

For Bowman, Higgins pro¬ 
vided the keys to better blood¬ 
stock—and a lasting friend¬ 
ship. 

“There’s no question that 
without any of the pieces it 
wouldn’t have worked, and 
Milton is a big, big part of it,” 
said Bowman. “The opportuni¬ 
ties would not have existed. 
He had a couple of mares that 
we became involved with that 
turned out to be our top pro¬ 
ducers.” 

The path to Point Deter¬ 
mined offers a perfect case 
in point. Higgins and trainer 
Donald Barr told Bowman 
about the mare Sentimental 
Tango, who might be for sale. In 
foal to Broad Brush, she wound 
up on a farm near Bowman’s 
home in Chestertown. 

“I went down and saw the 
mare right after she had the 
foal and there was this beau¬ 
tiful Broad Brush filly,” said 
Bowman. “I called Milton and 
said we ought to do whatever 
we could do to buy them. We 
paid more than we paid for 
anything up to that point.” 

The foal turned out to be 
Merengue, who wasn’t sold as 
a yearling because she injured 
a sesamoid. Dispatched to 
Bowman’s farm to live with 


older mares, the filly went from 
“being fairly sheepish to being 
pretty aggressive” before being 
sent to Barr to race. She won 
more than $300,000, including 
five stakes. Years later, she was 
bred to Point Given through 
a foal-sharing arrangement 
with Robert Clay of Three 
Chimneys Farm and produced 
Point Determined. 

“She turned out to be a 
real good race horse,” said 
Bowman. “I don’t know how 
much of that was because we 
turned her out but it just rein¬ 
forced my whole philosophy of 
how horses are supposed to be 
raised. Instead of keeping her 
in a stall and treating her like 
a hot house plant we did just 
the opposite. This was over the 
winter. She was a yearling turn¬ 
ing 2-year-old and was out with 
the big girls. It was remarkable 
for her personality. She was 
not an aggressive horse. She 
became aggressive.” 

Sell? Keep, race and breed? 
Bowman and Higgins Stable 
stays flexible in the face of such 
decisions. Fillies like Merengue 
often stay in the program, by 
accident or not. Colts like Point 
Determined get sold ($290,000 
as a yearling and later pinhooked 
for $750,000 as a 2-year-old). 
Other stars bred or raced by the 
partnership include Richetta, 
G. O’Keefe, Who Wouldn’t 
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at 4:30 a.m., works until early 
afternoon but stays closer to 
home on his veterinary travels. 

“Why would I want to retire 
when I’m already doing for a 
living what most people aspire 
to do as a hobby?” Tom said, 
while Chris frowned. “There 
aren’t many people who will tell 
you they are completely happy 
with what they do for a living, 
and I am.” 

She coaxed him into a vaca¬ 
tion in England recently, and 
enjoys seeing him tend his gar¬ 
den or play grandfather. 

Still, Tom Bowman thinks 
about the future. 

“When I’m working in the 
off-season I’m on the farm with 
my children,” he said. “I think 
everybody would like to say 
that they took on a project and 


at the end of it they felt some 
measure of success. Every new 
foal that’s born, every new race 
horse that comes along might 
be the next good horse. Mrs. 
[Allaire] duPont once told me 
that every new year her life was 
reinvented because of the foals 
that were born. I feel the same 
way.” 

And so does his wife. 


FATHER TIME 

Tom Bowman spent two 
years as president of the Mary¬ 
land Horse Breeders Associ¬ 
ation (2002 to 2004), taking the 
point in a fight for the indus¬ 
try’s future. He made 26 trips 
(by his count) to Annapolis, 
talked industry assistance (slots 
and beyond) with senators, del¬ 


egates, the governor’s office— 
and still came away empty. 

“I thought it was so impor¬ 
tant. I’m not too sure I made 
any difference, but I thought 
I was going to make a differ¬ 
ence,” he said. “It’s impossible 
to penetrate, and it’s beyond us. 
The amount of empty prom¬ 
ises I heard was just shocking. 
You’d go and sit down with 
the governor’s office, you’d 
go and sit down with [House 
Speaker] Mike Busch; you’d sit 
down with any of them and 
you’d explain the whole thing, 
and they would say they under¬ 
stood and would say they were 
sure they could get something 
done.” 

And nothing got done. Like 
anyone, Bowman exited the 
job frustrated. Though not shy 


about offering an opinion or 
lending support, he returned to 
focusing efforts on something 
he could control—his family’s 
breeding program and position 
in the industry. 

“People get into this busi¬ 
ness because they have a little 
bit of gambling in their veins 
—whether it’s going to the 
window, which I don’t do, or 
just betting that if you persist 
long enough you can hit the 
home run,” he said. 

“There’s always a chance. If 
it was all science there would 
only be a few people in the 
world that would own them all. 
You’re betting on yourself, and 
that’s one of the reasons why I 
do it.” %

and Yolanda B. Too. Success is 
good for business. 

“You have to remember 
that it’s two words—horse and 
business,” said Higgins. “We 
try not to get greedy in the 
marketplace and we are happy 
that people respect the prod¬ 
uct. We also want to prove it 
on the race track, and as far as 
horses being able to run, earn 
a living and stay together for a 
period of time, we do a pretty 
good job.” 

Each partner holds veto 
power on any sale or purchase, 
but after 25 years together they 
don’t disagree often. They talk 
almost daily about the horses, 
and the business. 

“We’ve been together 
so long we think alike,” said 
Higgins. “When we disagree, 
it’s usually because he’s made a 
certain set of assumptions and 
I’ve made a different set. We 
back up, listen to each other, 
start over and go from there. 
If we get on the same page, it’s 
better for both of us.” 

Bowman-Higgins started 
small—mares who were dif¬ 
ficult to get in foal, stallions 
that fit small budgets and the 
offspring to prove it. Gradually, 
success bred further success— 
the mares are better, so are the 
stallions, and it’s common to 
see second and third-genera¬ 
tion horses. 


“We’ve upped the ante, but 
it’s based on performance,” said 
Higgins. “Our mares are better 
than they used to be so we can 
get to better stallions. We can 
also go to first-year stallions 
(horse of the year Saint Liam 


among them) because we’ve 
seen the foals from the mares.” 

Like Bowman’s family-based 
farm, Bowman and Higgins 
Stable isn’t just about business. 

“It’s way more fun to do this 
with Tom and his family than it 


would be doing it alone,” said 
Higgins, 68. “I have somebody 
to share it all with.” 

And the veterinarian he 
needed.

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Belmont 
brings on 
best of the rest 

Jamil’s triumph, while impressive, 
could notfill the void left by injured Barbaro

A ll spring, the conversa¬ 
tion kept coming back 
to Jazil, a little bay colt 
who had a maiden victory to 
his credit. In February, trainer 
Kiaran McLaughlin was asked 
about his most accomplished 
3-year-old, Flashy Bull, who 
was pointing for the Fountain 
of Youth Stakes-G2, and the 
conversation eventually landed 
on Jazil. 

“I’ve got a secret weapon/’ 
McLaughlin said. “Lie’s just an 
allowance horse but he’s a nice 
colt, does everything we ask, 
will love the distance, keeps 
getting better.” 

Jazil finished seventh in the 
Fountain of Youth, but then 
surfaced again when McLaugh¬ 
lin was making plans for Grade 
3 Gotham winner Like Now. 

“Jazil worked equally, if 
not more, impressively, going 
a minute flat [March 31] and 
galloped out in 1:13 flat and 
kept going,” McLaughlin said. 
“We’re very happy with him. 
Maybe we should think about 
the Wood [Memorial-Gl]; 
there’s plenty of pace at Aque¬ 
duct and it’s where he broke his 
maiden.” 


A fast-closing second in the 
Wood booked a ticket to the 
Derby where McLaughlin had 
every reason to talk about Jazil. 

“Jazil was running late and 
dead-heated for fourth, in front 
of 15 pretty damn nice 3-year- 
olds,” McLaughlin said. “He’s 
got a good pedigree and could 
be a stallion at Shadwell as long 
as we can go forward and win a 
nice race with him.” 

Consider the Belmont Stakes 
on June 10 that race. Owned 
by Shadwell Stable and ridden 
by 18-year-old Panamanian 
Fernando Jara, Jazil inherited 
and then inhaled a depleted Bel¬ 
mont field, scoring by a length 
and a quarter over Bluegrass 
Cat, with Sunriver over two 
lengths farther back in third, 
and completing the mile and a 
half in 2:27.86. 

A one-way closer, Jazil ral¬ 
lied from last after the first 
half-mile, going inside, through 
and around horses as if he 
had a police escort, finally cir¬ 
cling past Bluegrass Cat at the 
head of the stretch. The son of 
Seeking the Gold stayed with 
his knitting, never drawing off 
but never relinquishing what 
he had gathered with the mid¬ 


turn move, giving Shadwell, 
McLaughlin and Jara their first 
American classic victory. 

For Sheikh Hamdan bin 
Rashid al Maktoum’s Shadwell 
Farm and McLaughlin—num¬ 
bers don’t lie—a race like the 
Belmont was always on the 
horizon. With Jara’s skill and 
demeanor—he rides like a gun- 
fighter always on 10 paces— 
it was there for him too. He 
became the youngest jockey to 
win a Triple Crown race since 
Steve Cauthen won all three 
aboard Affirmed in 1978, the 
last time the feat was achieved. 

Ten times since then Bel¬ 
mont Park has hosted a pos¬ 
sible Triple Crown winner, only 
to have the rug pulled some¬ 
where between Spectacular 
Bid’s safety pin, Real Quiet’s 
audacious move leaving the 
backside, Funny Cide’s keyed- 
up run into the first turn or 
Smarty Jones’s cylinders finally 
giving way inside the furlong 
pole. Those Triple Crowns were 
heartbreaks, and then there was 
this year, when Belmont Park 
was back to hosting the conso¬ 
lation prize. 

Barbaro, undefeated, won 
the Derby with ease, and then 


he broke his right hind leg in 
the Preakness, handing the 
middle jewel to Bernardini who 
was admittedly impressive in 
his lengthy score. So impressive 
that Darley Stable (owned by 
Sheikh Hamdan’s brother 
Sheikh Mohammed) and trainer 
Tom Albertrani decided to skip 
the Belmont and wait for the 
summer with the lightly raced 
colt. By the time the Belmont 
came around, Barbaro was still 
collecting get-well cards from a 
shocked nation while Bernar¬ 
dini was saving his breath for a 
summer campaign. 

Without Barbaro and Ber¬ 
nardini, the Belmont trickled 
down to the second, third 
and fourth-place finishers in 
the Derby. Bluegrass Cat, Step- 
penwolfer and Jazil did what 
they could, but the Belmont’s 
five-by-the-sword, die-by-the- 
sword position in horse rac¬ 
ing was never more apparent. 
The crowd was announced 
as 61,168, but Belmont Park 
is a little like trying to fill a 
Winnebago with marbles—it 
takes a lot to look full. ABC’s 
television ratings were down 
38 percent from last year when 
a Triple Crown possibility 
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wasn’t on offer either, but at 
least Afleet Alex had gathered 
a following after his dramatic 
Preakness when he nearly went 
down on the final turn. This 
year, Barbaro gathered a fol¬ 
lowing in the Preakness; it was 
just stuck in the waiting room 
praying for a miracle. 

No, it wasn’t the best 
Belmont Stakes in the world, 
but a horse can only beat who 
shows up and that’s what Jazil 
did with aplomb. The ever- 
confident McLaughlin loved 
his horse coming into the 
Belmont. 

“People say the Jazils and 
Steppenwolfers don’t win the 
Belmont, you have to have tac¬ 
tical speed. But when you stop 
and think about it, Birds tone, 
Touch Gold, Victory Gallop 
and several horses came run¬ 
ning to win the Belmont,” 
McLaughlin said. “It’s a great 
spot for us, being that it’s not 
the best 3-year-olds we’ve seen, 
and we don’t have the Derby or 
the Preakness winner. It defi¬ 
nitely makes it a softer spot. 
And he will get the distance.” 

Breeders Skara Glen Stables 
made sure of that. Out of the 
Deputy Minister mare Better 
Than Honour, Jazil hails from 
broodmare of the year Best 
in Show, his third dam. His 
blood says long and his run¬ 
ning style says longer. Allowed 
to drop well back, Jazil has 
always finished strongly when 
given that option. This winter, 
McLaughlin replaced Jar a with 
die more experienced Cornelio 
Velasquez for two races; he 
finished a decent second to 
the highly regarded Corinthian 
and then had his only dull race, 
the seventh in the Fountain of 
Youth. In three starts under 
Jara, Jazil had been anywhere 
from six to 18 lengths behind 
after one call. Velasquez kept 
him closer, less than six lengths 
off the lead, but Jazil never 
came with his run under Velas¬ 
quez. 

“Fernando and he have a 
special relationship of switch¬ 
ing off and switching on 
easily and at the right time,” 
McLaughlin said. “I don’t train 
that way—that’s him.”

Jazil bled in the Fountain of 
Youth, prompting Shadwell’s 
vice president/general manager 
Rick Nichols and McLaughlin 
to book his shipping papers 
north. Reunited with Jara for 
the Wood Memorial, Jazil 
closed like a meteor, just miss¬ 
ing to Bob and John in the 
Derby prep. 


“The bleeding was so 
unusual because he’s not a 
bleeder. The scary part was 
it was through Lasix, so Rick 
Nichols said get him on a plane 
and get him to New York. We 
did and we haven’t looked back 
since,” McLaughlin said. “I’d 
like to win a Grade 1 at a short¬ 
er distance because you don’t 


want to be labeled a mile-and- 
a-half stallion. I always felt like 
he would be better with a faster 
pace going a mile and an eighth. 
Remember, he was there with a 
quarter-mile to go.” 

Like a wart to Bluegrass Cat. 
The Derby runner-up was wide 
on both turns and had been 
close to the fast pace. A window

of space for a breather might 
have secured an initial Triple 
Crown victory for jockey John 
Velazquez and trainer Todd 
Pletcher. Jazil and Jara would 
not allow it. Jara executed the 
same move made last year by 
Jeremy Rose and Afleet Alex. 
After talking all week about 
staying closer to the pace than 
in his earlier races, McLaughlin 
changed his mind and went 
down into the Belmont Park 
jocks’ room to check on his 
young jockey. Like a good 
coach, McLaughlin basically 
handed the ball to Jara, patted 
him on the back and said good 
luck. 

“I went down to make sure 
he was relaxed, confident and 
comfortable. I didn’t want to 
mix up an 18-year-old kid, 
saying you have to be laying 
eighth instead of 12th, eight 
lengths back instead of 14,” 
McLaughlin said. “I asked him 
how he felt and he was laughing 
and comfortable. I said, Took, 
you know the horse, you ride 
your race. I don’t want to tell 
you to be laying sixth or eighth 


or 10th. Just ride your race. I 
want you to be confident.’ He 
said, Aes, I understand.’ ” 

Did he ever. Jara guided 
Jazil through every hole like he 
had choreographed it the night 
before. Jara has gathered a cult 
following in his short career 
and his ride on Jazil will cer¬ 
tainly fill some seats on the bus. 
Give McLaughlin the keys. 

“He made all the decisions, 
I didn’t tell him to move at 
the five-eighths pole to the 
quarter pole and get the lead,” 
McLaughlin said. “When he 
moved to the inside, I said, 
‘Damn, we’re going to get 
in some traffic.’ I thought it 
would be like the Derby when 
they were spread out by the 
time we got there. Here, they 
were jammed up, there were 12 
horses, six lengths apart. He 
started weaving his way through 
and was there so quickly. I 
think Johnny Velazquez said 
the same thing.” 

Between longs hots Heming¬ 
way’s Key and Oh So Awesome, 
then between the fading Double 


Galore and the rallying Sunriver 
and then around Bluegrass Cat. 
In seven races, Jazil had never 
gotten there so quickly, but he 
had also never gone the 12 fur¬ 
longs of the Belmont. Finally, 
the 15.3-hand colt had found 
his ideal race. 

For McLaughlin, 45, it was 
an ideal victory. The former 
Wayne Lukas protege spent 10 
years in Dubai training horses 
for the Maktoum family before 
moving back to the U.S. to 
open a public stable in 2003. 

“The biggest joy for me is 
the owner. A lot of people 
probably think they’re unreach¬ 
able, untouchable, sitting in 
some famous place with rich 
people. But they’re great people, 
fun to be around, fun to work 
for, great horsemen and very 
generous people,” McLaughlin 
said. “If you work for him and 
do right by him, you’re going 
to always have a job. It’s so 
great to win this kind of race 
for him. It means so much, 
because what do you give to 
someone who has everything? 


A Grade 1 American classic is 
pretty nice.” 

Jazil had ended—rescued 
would still be a stretch—the 
2006 Triple Crown. Bernardini 
and Jazil had done what they 
could, but this time the Triple 
Crown lasted the mile and a 
quarter of the Derby and a 
couple hundred yards of 
the Preakness. After that, it 
was more a formality. Even 
McLaughlin, euphoric over 
Jazil’s victory, recognized that. 

“I feel like Barbaro was 
a Triple Crown winner. The 
Belmont would have been easy 
for him because he wouldn’t 
have a problem with the mile 
and a half. I thought the tough¬ 
est race for him would be the 
Preakness, but he was even- 
money for a very good reason 
and I thought he would win the 
race,” McLaughlin said. “I’m 
just glad the horse is still with 
us. There are a lot emotions. 
The ups and downs are extreme 
and you have to somehow find 
the even keel and try to stay as 
close to it as you can.” ^

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Patrick Smithwick, author of the 
newly published memoir Racing My 
Father (Eclipse Press, 2006), pays 
tribute in this article to his uncle, 
Hall of Fame steeplechase trainer 
D. Michael (Mikey) Smithwick, who 
died on May 29 at the age of 77. 
Mikey Smithwick, whose late brother 
—Hall of Fame steeplechase rider 
A.P (Paddy) Smithwick—was the 
father of the author, holds the all- 
time record of six winning rides in 
the Maryland Hunt Cup. 

In a blaze of brilliance, 
Mikey Smithwick registered 
five Maryland Hunt Cup wins 
in seven runnings: 

One—On Peterski, a 12- 
year-old stallion, in 1948. Mikey 
was 19. 

Two—Outjumping the 
competition on Pine Pep, 
whom Mrs. William Clothier 
had ridden sidesaddle with the 
Pickering Hunt for most of 
the winter, in 1949. It was Pine 
Pep’s first Hunt Cup. 

Three—Again aboard Pine 
Pep, the favorite, in 1950. 

Four—Back with Pine Pep 
in 1952. It rained all week. It 
poured the day of the race. The 
going was ankle deep. The first 
time around, Mikey held Pine 
Pep back 100 lengths off the 
lead. After the 17th fence, he 
asked Pine Pep to run and gal¬ 
loped in the winner. 

Five—Riding Marchized in 
1954. Mikey was 25. Two horses 
went to the lead, Marchized and 
Land’s Corner. Land’s Corner 
stayed with Marchized between 
fences, but Marchized jumped 
so well that he and Mikey gained 
two to three lengths over every 
fence, opened up a six-length 
lead and ran down the stretch 
a winner. 

Then, in 1955, Mikey had a 
smashing fall making his move 
at the 19th. 

In 1956, on Rayquick, he 
stood off at the 20th, got the 
lead but faded and finished sec¬ 
ond to Lancrel. Mikey’s riding 
career was winding down as 
the pace of his training career 
quickened, accelerated and then 
rocketed. 


In 1957, brothers Mikey and 
Paddy Smithwick teamed up to 
send 38 horses to the winner’s 
circle, giving Mikey his first 
training title and his brother his 
third riding tide. 

Mikey was 28. His brother 
was 30. This same year, Mikey 
began training his all-time 
favorite, Neji—champion stee¬ 
plechaser of ’55, ’57 and ’58. 
In 1958, the brothers sent 43 
to the winner’s circle. In 1959, 
Mikey trained Ancestor, who 
became champion of the year. 

In ’57, ’58, ’59 and ’60, 
Mikey was leading steeplechase 
trainer in the nation by number 
of wins, and by the spring of 
1960, at the age 31, had hung 
up his race-riding tack and was 
working day and night training 
brush, hurdle and flat horses 
who were running at race tracks 
and hunt meets up and down 
the East Coast. 

Then, suddenly, Mikey’s 
great friend Tommy Smith 
had an injury and couldn’t ride 
Fluctuate. Mikey didn’t hesitate. 
He stopped eating, dusted off 
his boots. He paid no atten¬ 
tion to his owners who were 
all against him going to the 
paddock of a race, especially of 
this race, and receiving a leg up 
instead of giving one. No mat¬ 
ter, he got a leg up from H.R. 
(Bobby) Fenwick and “went 
about his business.” He gal¬ 
loped over the 22 fences one 
more time—victorious, break¬ 
ing Blockade’s course record 
that had stood since 1938. 

“It was like an afternoon 
off for me,” Mikey said of that 
day, knowing that it would be 
his last Hunt Cup, knowing he 
could have a good meal that 
night and return to full-time 
training. 

He had a total of six wins 
out of 12 rides in the Maryland 
Hunt Cup—a home run every 
other time at bat. He never 
looked back. He went on to win 
a dozen money-leading trainer 
titles and to train some of the 
best-performing horses the 
sport has ever known, includ¬ 
ing the champions Neji, Ances- 






tor, Bon Nouvel, Mako, Top 
Bid and Straight and True, and 
the amazingly consistent Uncle 
Edwin and big-hearted Happy 
Intellectual. 

One spring day at Ain tree 
in England, a horse called 
Jay Trump, whom Mikey had 
trained at the family farm in 
Hydes, Md., thrilled a nation. 

Neji, Bon Nouvel and Jay 
Trump have plaques in racing’s 
Hall of Fame not far from those 
of the Smithwick brothers. 

Neji and Ancestor, and 
many other of Mikey’s horses, 
ran over the big brush fences 
that don’t exist anymore—stiff 
and five feet high—and many 
of them, on the turns, in the 
stretch, in chutes—land and 
take off, land and take off—at 
Belmont Park, at Saratoga, at 
the hunt meets. They had to 
know how to jump. 

Mikey had an iron body 
bequeathed from an Irish father 
(Alfred J. Smithwick) who was 
a decorated World War I veter¬ 
an, a staunch Catholic, a gifted 
horseman forced to leave his 
country, his home, come to 
America and start his fife over 
in his middle age. 

Mikey was sculpted and 
chiseled and modeled after his 
mother, Emma Warner Smith¬ 


wick, a Christian Science believ¬ 
er who never took a pill, who 
could and did disregard physical 
pain by simply putting “mind 
over matter,” who loved every 
minute of life—especially the 
out-of-doors, horses and dogs, 
and the farm at Hydes—and 
who, to Mikey’s lifelong regret 
and chagrin, persisted in riding 
sidesaddle until her last days. 

Mikey had no adolescence, 
no gradual transition into man¬ 
hood. World War II came. Paddy 
was drafted and in Germany 
when he received the call that 
their father had suddenly died. 
Mikey was a 16-year-old boy, 
on the farm in Hydes with his 
mother. The boy lay on the bed 
that night beside his deceased 
father. The next morning he 
arose, pulled on his boots and 
became a man, a professional 
horseman. 

That same morning, Paddy 
arose in Germany, made plans 
to stop on his way home and 
visit his relatives in Ireland, 
where he would launch his rid¬ 
ing career. The two would soon 
join talents, ambitions and des¬ 
tinies. 

With his mother and his 
brother and his wife, Dot, Mikey 
won the Beverwyck Handicap, 
the Grand National Steeple-

chase, the Indian River Handi¬ 
cap, the Maryland Hunt Cup, 
the Meadow Brook, the Mid¬ 
summer, the New York Turf 
Writers, the Temple Gwath- 
mey, the Tom Roby, the Vir¬ 
ginia Gold Cup, virtually every 
steeplechase race in America, 
over and over. 


With these three, he became 
the greatest trainer of stee¬ 
plechase horses in the coun¬ 
try And then, in his last two 
decades of work and of life 
with his companion, Alex, he 
became “a living legend.” But 
this was a title bestowed on 
Mikey by others, and to which 
he paid no attention. Instead, 
he got up at 5 every morning at 
Hydes, did what he loved—and 
passed this passion and dedi¬ 
cation to a way of life on to 
others. 

Mikey wrangled and cajoled 
“youngbloods” into pay¬ 
ing their dues at Hydes. They 
arrived on a summer morning 
in their newly polished riding 
boots, wondering how many 
horses they would school that 
day and, instead, were hand¬ 
ed a pitchfork. Then as the 
noon sun beat down, they were 
pointed toward a wagon, told 
to head out into the big field 
and “don't come back until the 
wagon's filled with rocks.” 

This was Mikey's Zen style 
that the youngbloods did not 


understand at the time. But 
years later, when they stood on 
the wagon after the Maryland 
Hunt Cup, or in the winner's 
circle at Belmont Park, they 
got it. 

Mikey shared his success. 
His success was everyone's suc¬ 
cess. A win at the track was not 
something to hoard, and the 
purse money was not some¬ 
thing to stow away in a bank. 

After a win, it was time, 
right now, to get that owner to 
buy another horse. It was time, 
tonight—call everybody up!— 
to mow the grass and toss bales 
of hay under the grove of trees 
(named “The Party”) in the big 
field. It was time to scrub and 
rinse outMako and Bonneville's 
old whirlpool tubs, slap bags of 
ice on a cinder block, and pour 
glittering, clattering cubes of 
ice over bottles of beer and 
wine. It was time to buy plat¬ 
ters of roast beef and turkey 
and cheese and ham, and invite 
the entire community, as well 
as all employees—past, pres¬ 
ent, on work release, fired or 
rehired—invite them all over to 
share in the booty. 

“And you know” he'd say, 
sitting in his sanctuary, his tack 
room, “we could bring the 
new horse out, that chestnut 
We could lead him around, let 
some kids sit on him. I might 
just pop him over some logs 
in the woods—we could set up 
some bales to jump.” 

He'd pause and he'd think, 
but he wouldn't say, “And then, 
if he's going good, I'll let him 
gallop over the Jay Trump 
spread. That'd do it. We might 
just find a buyer.” 

At the wire, 15 lengths in 
front, Mikey did not thrust his 
fist in self-congratulatory vic¬ 
tory and wave at the camera. 
He knew he was just doing 
his job. He was doing what his 
father and mother had raised 
him to do, and what he and 
his brother had spent their 
brief childhood, and then their 
immediate adult years, learn¬ 
ing to do. Winning the Hunt 
Cup represented another day 
of enabling the horse to reach 
his full potential. 


Mikey downplayed the way 
he rode into every fence, gain¬ 
ing one or two lengths on most 
jumps. He congratulated the 
trainer and talked to the other 
riders. He criticized himself. 
“Now what can I learn from 
this race?” he'd ask, win or lose. 
“Could I have saved more 
ground, cut that turn sharper?” 

His mantra was “always fur¬ 
ther.” He pushed himself, eager 
to learn more. He prepared 
meticulously for the Hunt Cup 
and for every race—walking 
parts of the course right up to 
time to saddle up, studying the 
going, noting the new place¬ 
ment of a flag, testing the two 
dirt crossings. Later, that's how 
he trained his horses and lived 
his fife. He never went off 
course. 

His disciplined preparation, 
first as a rider, then as a train¬ 
er, lessened the odds of the 
unforeseen occurring, especial¬ 
ly of his horses falling. When 
reporters asked his brother 
Paddy why it was that his career 
lasted so long, his answer was, 
“My brother's horses knew 
how to jump.” 

In a race, as in fife, Mikey 
took the most direct route—no 
matter what the size of the 
panel straight ahead. He loved 
to jump the 15th fence, gallop 
around the pylon, turn, pick up 
the pace and ride into the inside 
panel of the 16th as if he were 
on an open jumper. He'd never 
even think of drifting uphill to 
the panel with the shaky post 
and old top rail. After a win, 
Mikey did not allow attention 
to shower on himself. He pulled 
the groom, the hotwalker, the 
trainer, the owner, the horse— 
even his opponents—into the 
victory, inspiring youngbloods 
to want to get in the tack and 
give it a try. 

On the way back to the 
jocks' tent, he'd invite the lone¬ 
ly looking 12-year-old to carry 
his saddle, ask the boy how his 
pony went in the show ring that 
morning. Mikey would listen, 
and if there'd been problems, 
he'd invite the boy to bring his 
pony to Hydes the next day for 
a school. This would not be a 
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chore for him. It would not be 
a pain in the neck that would 
interrupt the flow of the morn¬ 
ing sets. It was something he 
loved, an integral and essential 
part of his life. 

Mikey fell in the Hunt Cup 
more than once. As a boy of 17 
in 1946, he was on Free State 
and thought he had a shot of 
winning after jumping the 19th. 
He got “all excited,” pushed 
Free State full tilt into the 20th. 
And turned ass-over-tin cups. 
He learned about patience and 
that you have to pay attention 
to every single fence, not just 
the third, the 13th, the 16th. 
You have to “ride” into every 
one. Not be a passenger. And 
this is what he did in life. He 
treated Inis donkey, his pony, 
his dog, his cats with as much 
love and care and attention as 
his horses. 

In the 1951 Hunt Cup, on 
Pine Pep, Mikey was behind Jay 
Sec or on Bomber going into 
the 11th. Bomber went down 
and took Mikey down. Mikey 
learned not just to stay away 
from possible fallers, but that 
the Hunt Cup, like life, was 
often unfair. Chance played a 
great part. It could work for 
you. It could work against you. 
Chance worked against him at 
the 11 th that year. 

It worked for him in ’48. 
Mikey was on Peterski, second 
behind Tiger Bennett on Caro¬ 
lina. Galloping into the 18th, he 
watched as Tiger pointed Caro¬ 
lina at the 8th instead of the 
18th. After that, Mikey took his 
time and coasted in on Peterski, 
knowing he was on the winner. 

It worked against him when 
several years ago, by random 
bad luck in the crap game of 
genetic make-up, he developed 
a rare and virulent form of 
Parkinson’s disease. 

He never complained once. 

“Fine, OK,” he’d answer 
when asked how he felt. 

“Good!” he’d whisper, rais¬ 
ing his head off a hospital pil¬ 
low and looking you in the eye. 

He kept riding the race of 
his life, “like a timber rider”— 
as he sometimes praised others, 
meaning they “rode” the horse 


into the fence and placed the 
horse to either meet the fence 
in stride or to stand off, but 
almost never to chip in. Mikey 
did not chip in. He continued 
getting up at 5 o’clock and 
going to work every morning. 

And while in the barn, 
sometimes unable to walk, he 
would corner the latest young- 
blood, a few times my son, and 
whisper for him to quietly put 
a bridle on the pony or donkey 
and bring him outside. There, 
while Alex wasn’t looking, he 
would get himself up on the 
pony, bareback, and then, just 
before anyone found him, he’d 
go happily trotting up the hill, 
headed out to the big field 
for an illegal, unprescribed ride 
around his beloved farm. 


As the years went by, Mikey 
did not “grow older.” He lis¬ 
tened. He studied. He experi¬ 
enced. He lived more and more 
in the shimmering present. 
Every second counted. Every 
person counted. Every animal 
counted. 

For years, in the cool of the 
late fall when the steeplechase 
season was over and Mikey and 
all the horses were at home at 
Hydes, Mikey would listen and 
grumble at night (you never 
heard him utter a four-letter 
word) as his mother tiptoed out 
of the house, snuck up to the 
barn and closed the stall and 
barn doors. 

Mikey would wait for her to 
go up to bed, then, tired, his 


eyes “aching just a little,” he’d 
tiptoe out of the house, up to 
the barn he’d worked in, and 
designed and developed ever 
since he was a child, and he’d 
open the doors, let in the fresh 
air, pat the horses, before qui¬ 
etly going back to the house, to 
his room and to bed. 

Mikey’s spirit left him as he 
lay in that same room—beside 
the room where his mother 
spent her last moments, and 
beneath the room where Iris 
father died. 0

Isla Mujeres (GB) 
highlights

sla Mujeres (GB) for home¬ 
coming queen. 

On her return to Fair Hill, 
where she spent last fall as a 
flat horse with trainer Graham 
Motion, the 4-year-old filly 
improved to two-for-three as 


a steeplechaser by winning the 
$30,000 Valentine Memorial at 
the Fair Hill Races on May 
27. Now owned by Brigadoon 
Stable and trained in Virginia 
by Doug Fout, Isla Mujeres 
raced beyond her lack of expe¬ 


rience in the two and a quarter- 
mile test, which attracted a field 
of five, including 2005 filly/ 
mare champion Guelph, mul¬ 
tiple stakes winner Feeling So 
Pretty and recent stakes winner 
Orchid Princess. 

In her 2006 debut, Guelph 
skipped to the lead early but 
was joined by Isla Mujeres with 
a circuit remaining—at which 
point the race really began. 
Isla Mujeres led into the first 
of four fences down the long 
backstretch, but Guelph didn't 
blink. The tempo increased at 
each fence, with Isla Mujeres 
maintaining a slim lead. 

“My filly thrived on it. She 
took me away from Guelph and 
was doing it easy," said winning 
jockey Matt McCarron. “I was 
trying to quarter [Guelph] at 
every fence down the back, 
trying to make Guelph make 
a mistake, and that filly just 
jumps. My filly is a good jump¬ 
er, but I couldn't do anything 
to discourage Guelph. When 
she came back to me, I figured 
I was in trouble.” 


Guelph, a winner of her 
last three starts in 2005, threw 
down a final challenge in the 
stretch despite giving away 21 
pounds. Isla Mujeres blinked at 
the second-last, losing momen¬ 
tum and the lead. Then she dug 
down for more, left the ground 
on McCarron's cue at the last 
fence and, finally, sprinted for 
the wire and a narrow victory. 
Feeling So Pretty rallied for 
third, with Orchid Princess 
fourth. 

“We missed the second-last 
a little bit, and she's just so 
game,” said McCarron. “For 
a 4-year-old filly to fight back 
like that late in a race says 
something.” 

Fout was impressed with 
Isla Mujeres, an English-bred 
daughter of King of Kings 
(Ire), long before Fair Hill. “I 
don't care what anybody says, 
she'd done some schooling 
before I got her,” contended 
Fout, whose early schooling 
sessions include a series of 16 
log jumps on his farm. “I have 
never seen a horse jump like

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that the first time. She just took 
to it. The second time she did it 
she was a pro.” 

Createdin2003, the National 
Steeplechase Association’s filly/ 
mare program continues to 
pay dividends with quality dis¬ 
taffers making the transition 
to jumping. Though the races 
blend horses of varying back¬ 
grounds, competition rules. Isla 
Mujeres won a thriller at Fair 
Hill. Orchid Princess prevailed 
in the final yards at Nashville. 
Feeling So Pretty routinely hits 
the board in Grade 1 stakes 
against males. Big fields of fil¬ 
lies and mares turned up at 
Camden and Charlotte early 
this spring; in all, 40 started 
over hurdles during the spring 
season. 

“That number would have 
been six without the desig¬ 
nated filly/m are races,” said 
Bill Gallo, director of racing 
for the National Steeplechase 
Association (NSA). “It’s a 
work in progress and it’s slowly 
developing, but the ultimate 
rewards are going to be huge. 
On a five-year timetable, we’re 
going to have a big division. 
Haven’t seen any negatives 
other than the occasional small 
fields, but even when we’ve 
had the small fields, we’ve got¬ 
ten good races.” 

From a condition book 
standpoint, Gallo has been 
able to write a limited pro¬ 
gram with maiden, first-level 
allowance races and stakes for 
fillies and mares. Purse levels 
are strong ($15,000 to $20,000 
for maiden and allowance; 
$30,000 to $50,000 for stakes), 
and trainers are seeking out 
fillies and mares to convert to 
steeplechasing. As the inven¬ 
tory grows, and as horsemen 
and race meets get comfort¬ 
able with the program, that 
will change. The key will be 
creating filly/mare races with¬ 
out taking opportunities away 
from the rest of the horse 
population. 

“I haven’t had the ability to 
write category races—maiden 
claiming, more allowance races, 


condition claiming—and that 
makes a difference,” added 
Gallo. “We can’t continue to 
ask the maiden winner to jump 
in against the stakes horses, but 
that will change as the program 
grows.” 

THE FINISH LINE 

The NSA’s spring season 
ended at Fair Hill, giving the 
sport a chance to breathe after 
22 racing venues in 12 weeks. 

Numbers were down, due 
mainly to the loss of two racing 
days at Atlantic City and another 
at Belmont Park. The Atlantic 
City dates were given over to 
flat racing, while the Belmont 
race (the $75,000 Meadow 
Brook) was shelved by the 
New York Racing Association 
as part of its downsizing of 
stakes events. In all, the spring 
season offered 114 races and 
slightly less than $2.3 million in 
total purses. Predictably, starts 
(794) and horses raced (366) 
also decreased from spring 
2005 to this past spring. 

Besides the 12 fewer races 
than last year, reasons for the 
decrease in participants cen¬ 
tered on the weather, most 
notably a dry early spring in 
the Mid-Atlantic that slowed 
training schedules. 

“Those are logical losses, so 
the declining number is very 
explainable,” said Gallo. “We 
had no control over the Atlantic 
City situation or the Belmont 
situation. At the remainder of 
the meets, our climate was pret¬ 
ty strong. I always like to think 
our horse inventory is growing. 
We plateau at times and have 
smaller fields, but then we get 
an increase because people get 
encouraged. Opportunity and 
purses drive the horse invento¬ 
ry in steeple chasing, and we are 
constantly looking for bright 
lights on the horizon.” 

Bright lights included one 
new meet this spring, new 
meets in the pipeline in New 
York and Georgia, a continued 
commitment from Colonial 


Downs and discussions with 
other potential race track hosts. 

Steeple chasing added an 
instant fixture to the spring cal¬ 
endar with the Winterthur Races 
on May 7. Long a strong part 
of the Delaware Valley’s point- 
to-point circuit, Winterthur’s 
timber-only meet (supported 
by deep corporate sponsorship 
and a loyal fan base) was a wel¬ 
come addition. 

SUMMER 

STEEPLECHASING 

After Fair Hill, the jump 
circuit moved south to Colonial 
Downs and the start of racing 
every Sunday at the Virginia 
race track. Fast becoming a tra¬ 
dition there, the steeplechasers 
were scheduled to compete in 
16 races—the biggest individ¬ 
ual race commitment of any 
track in the country. 

“In one of the offices here, 
there is the original architect’s 
map of Colonial Downs, and 
it lists a steeplechase course 
on the outer circumference of 
the turf course, so jump racing 
has been a part of this track 
since the start,” noted Frank 
Petramalo, executive director 
of the Virginia Horsemen’s 
Benevolent and Protective 
Association and a member of 
the NSA board of directors. 
‘We see real cross-fertilization 
between the flat and the jump¬ 
ers now with trainers support¬ 
ing both types of racing. I try 
to tell my board and track man¬ 
agement that steeplechasing is 
just another type of race, and 
here it is. Trainers who might 
usually be thought of as jump 
trainers are helping fill the flat 
races, too.” 

Petramalo and steeplechas¬ 
ing officials must sell the idea 
of jump racing to two groups: 
flat horsemen and track man¬ 
agement. The horsemen want 
justification for the purse com¬ 
mitment of some $260,000 to 
jumping, and the overall sup¬ 
port of steeplechase trainers 
helps to do that. Colonial man¬ 
agement wants to maximize 


wagering handle and to ensure 
a good show, especially on a 
typically family-oriented day 
such as Sunday. 

Though steeplechases trail 
behind the flat races in terms 
of generating handle, Colonial’s 
jump events normally attract 
big fields and can be competi¬ 
tive numbers-wise, especially on 
days with strong attendance. 

“They [management] are 
always concerned about putting 
on a good show, particularly if 
we’re going to put it on Sundays, 
where we try to draw out fami¬ 
lies,” explained Petramalo. “In 
racing there are no guarantees, 
but we try to make sure that 
happens. Handle-wise, the stee¬ 
plechase gets hurt as the first 
race because it’s a weak spot, 
but it’s improving, and I think 
the concern is decreasing.” 

Colonial’s steeplechase line¬ 
up began on June 18 with big 
fields for a $15,000 maiden spe¬ 
cial weight hurdle and a $20,000 
allowance/optional claiming 
hurdle. 

Armata Stable’s Dynaway 
took the opener, graduating 
from the maiden ranks for 
trainer Tom Voss. Fourth at 
Radnor in late May, the son of 
Dynaformer stalked the pace 
of Scott’s Gold and Suntara at 
Colonial before motoring away 
late to win by four and three- 
quarters lengths for jockey Cyril 
Murphy. Suntara stayed for sec¬ 
ond, with Sheriff Dillon a dis¬ 
tant third. 

Sent off at 6.40-1, Dynaway 
may have signaled another 
return to form for the Voss barn, 
which always warms up in the 
summer. “A lot of our horses 
are staying types off the flat, 
and in races at the tracks like 
Colonial they hit their lick and 
keep on running, as opposed 
to the hunt meets where the 
hills and things give them more 
to do,” noted Murphy. “Here, 
they hit their lick early, stay at 
that pace and if their jumping 
is good enough, they are tight 
there at the end.” 

Dynaway certainly was. The 
5-year-old gelding followed 
Suntara down the backstretch, 
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ran past her leaving the final 
turn and had to dig in again 
when she rallied after the last 
fence. 


“Coming off the turn I put 
her away, and I thought I put 
her away pretty good/’ said 
Murphy “She came right back 


upsides me. Give her credit. 
She stuck to her guns and stuck 
to them well, but my horse saw 
the trip out really well and might 


have been looking around a bit 
after the last.” 

Two races later in a contest 
for a blend of $20,000 claimers 
and first-level allowance horses, 
Rare Bush (Xavier Aizpuru) 
gave Dynaformer a sweep 
of the day’s hurdle contests. 
Owned by Sheila Williams and 
trained by Williams’s son-in- 
law Jack Fisher, Rare Bush 
rated well off the early run¬ 
ning of Saitensohn (Ger) and 
Pals Pride. Ginz (Murphy) took 
over the lead on the backstretch 
but was quickly joined by Rare 
Bush. The pair dueled over the 
final quarter-mile, with Rare 
Bush getting up by a nose. 

“He won by a nostril, I 
think,” said Aizpuru. “Myself 
and Cyril went by the wire, 
around to the backside [to pull 
up], and by the time we got 
back to the wire we still hadn’t 
decided who won. I thought 
Ginz was the horse to beat. I 
won on him at Far Hills, and 
he’s gotten better and better 
every race this year, but it was a 
huge run by my horse.” 

Purchased from the barn 
of Todd Pletcher in 2003, 
Rare Bush made three starts 
for Fisher in 2004 (twice over 
jumps) before missing nearly 
two years with an injury. He 
returned this spring, winning a 
maiden first time out at Atlanta 
in April. Pulled up at Radnor, 
the 6-year-old returned run¬ 
ning at Colonial. 

“He was very disappoint¬ 
ing at Radnor,” said Aizpuru. 
“Some horses just don’t like 
Radnor. They either like it or 
they hate it, and he just ran too 
bad to be true. I had to wipe 
that out of the memory and go 
with a clean sheet.” 

Despite the quality finish, 
the race was marred by a fall at 
the last fence involving South 
Monarch, Pals Pride and Lucky 
Chap. South Monarch fell first 
and caused Pals Pride also to go 
down. Lucky Chap sustained 
an ankle injury when he altered 
stride behind the two fallers 
and was euthanized. 
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PIMLICO’S 
SPRING MEET 
A PROVING 
GROUND FOR 
HOMEBREDS

T he ultimate leap of faith 
in racing is breeding, own¬ 
ing and training a horse. 
Several Maryland one-man 
bands found success at the 
eight-week Pimlico spring meet 
that concluded on June 10. 

Tim Keefe sent out the 3- 
year-old first-time starter Out¬ 
spoken Hero to a maiden spe¬ 
cial weight victory on June 8. 
Bred and trained in Maryland 
by Keefe and owned by B and 
T Racing Stable (Tim and his 
father, Bob), Outspoken Hero 
is a son of Partner's Hero out 
of the stakes-winning mare 
Mymet (by Mehmet), from a 
family developed over many 
generations by the late C. Oliver 
Goldsmith. Keefe bought 
Mymet a few years ago from 
Goldsmith's son Robert. 

Outspoken Hero paid 
$28.20 in winning his debut 
under jockey Luis Garcia. He 
ran the mile and a sixteenth on 
the turf in 1:43.84. 

“Everybody told me I 
was crazy for trying to breed 
horses, and at times I thought 
they were right. It's a long pro¬ 
cess but it sure is rewarding 
when it goes right,” said Keefe, 
who galloped horses for Ron 
Cartwright when Mymet was in 
that trainer's barn in the early 
1990s, and had always liked the 
mare. “Outspoken Hero hasn't 
shown that much in the morn¬ 
ing, so it was a surprise—a 
great surprise. I've had some 
offers to sell him but I'm going 
to enjoy it for a few days before 
I think about anything else.” 


Susan Hoff bred, owns and 
trains Thanks to tanner, who 
broke his maiden for a $7,000 
tag on June 8. The 5-year-old 
gelded son of In Case closed 
six lengths to win a nose photo 
over Delivery Status. Final 
time for the mile and a six¬ 
teenth was 1:51. Leading jockey 
Rosie Napravnik guided the 
Maryland-bred to victory. The 
win pushed Thankstotanner's 
earnings to more than $25,000. 

Trainer David Hutchinson 
was rewarded when his home¬ 
bred Double Big Gulp broke 
his maiden on June 4. The 3- 
year-old Maryland-bred son of 
Java Royal had picked up more 
than $8,000 in his first four 
starts before coming through 
with a six-length maiden special 
weight win over Haggard, with 
Parmer's Halo nine and three- 
quarters lengths farther back 
in third. Under Art Madrid Jr., 
Double Big Gulp went the mile 
and a sixteenth in 1:46.78. 

While Katy Voss and Bob 
Manfuso's Chanceland Farm is 
certainly bigger than a one-man 
band, the couple nonetheless 
teamed up to win a maiden 
special weight with first-time 
starter Tanca on June 3. 
The 4-year-old filly by Polish 
Numbers is the first foal out of 
graded stakes-placed Waltz (by 
Pleasant Tap). 

Petra Kappel has done a 
lot of things in racing, includ¬ 
ing riding in steeplechases and 
shipping horses. Add breed¬ 
ing, owning and training a flat 
winner to the list. Kappel sent 
out her Celtic Lady to win 
an $8,000 maiden claimer on 
June 2. 

Guided by Casey Chavez, 
the 3-year-old daughter of 
Hydrophonics—a Theatrical 
(Ire) stallion once owned by 
Kappel—paid $88 on the 
way to a two-length victory 
over Ida M. The $2 exacta 
paid $1,403.20; the $2 tri- 
fecta returned $9,041.20; and 
the $1 superfecta doled out 
$42,141.10. 

On June 1, breeder/owner/ 
trainer Robert Gamber won a 


$16,000 maiden claimer with 
Doc’s Deposit. Under Kyle 
Kaenel, Doc's Deposit took the 
five and a half-furlong test by a 
head over Whisperget'nlouder 
in 1:08.22, paying $41.40. 
First-time starter Turbo Tyson 
wound up third, beaten two 
heads. 

Trainer Hamilton Smith's 
homebred Patchy Fog took 
an allowance race on the same 
card. The 3-year-old Maryland- 
bred filly by Appealing Skier 
went five furlongs on the grass 
in :58.47, beating the year- 
older White Rose Way by a 
half-length. The 17-10 favor¬ 
ite, Traceable, finished a half- 
length behind the runner-up. 
Garcia piloted the winner. 

Please the Crowd, under 
Kaenel, overcame a nearly six- 
month layoff to take a two- 
other-than allowance turf race 
at a mile and a sixteenth on May 
27. Sherry Rudolph bred, owns 
and trains the 4-year-old gelded 
son of Crowd Pleaser, who 
came home in 1:41.41 while 
leading every step of the way. 
Gigger was second, a length 
and three-quarters behind the 
winner. Please the Crowd is 
out of the Fast Play mare Fast 
Pleasure, who Rudolph also 
trained. 

“We ran her, and I claimed 
her back every time I lost 
her,” Rudolph recalled. <c When 
she had enough, we decided 
to breed her. I just liked her. 
This [Please the Crowd] is a 
big, good-looking horse. You 
always hope they'll at least pay 
their way. So far he's paid his 
way.” 

Rudolph helps her moth¬ 
er, Barbara Kees, and trains 
three horses—all out of Fast 
Pleasure—off the farm in 
Sparks, Md. “Everything but 
her first foal has won a race,” 
Rudolph explained. “She's been 
a useful mare.” Fast Pleasure's 
first foal to race was the filly 
Worldly Pleasure, a stakes win¬ 
ner of $183,095. 

Talbot Albert IV enjoyed 
a victory on May 25 by send¬ 
ing out his own R We Proud. 


Ridden by Timothy Marchant, 
R We Proud secured a half- 
length victory over Pleasant 
Beau in the $25,000 maiden 
claimer at a mile and a sixteenth 
on the turf. R We Proud was 
bred by Talbot J. Albert III and 
is co-owned by Albert IV with 
Elizabeth Hayes. 

John D. Murphy Sr.'s 
Trickle of Gold did what she 
does best on June 10, skipping 
to the lead and rolling to vic¬ 
tory, this time in the $75,000 
Skipat Stakes. Alex Beitia, 
substituting for jockey Jeremy 
Rose—who was in New York 
to ride Hemingway's Key in the 
Belmont Stakes-Gl—guided 
the daughter of Formal Gold 
to her 10th victory (fifth in a 
stakes) in 18 starts. 

Trickle of Gold went the six 
furlongs in 1:11.24, finishing 
nine and three-quarters lengths 
ahead of Spirited Game, who 
had four lengths on third-place 
Chrusciki. Michael Gorham 
trains Trickle of Gold, who 
upped her career bankroll to 
$441,709. 

Trainer Crystal Pickett 
turned a $15,000 claim she 
made this past winter into 
two allowance/optional claim¬ 
ing wins in the spring when 
Brooklet won for a $25,000 
tag in April, and then ascend¬ 
ed to the next level to win 
a $36,000 allowance on June 
10. Owned by Bella Cavello 
Stables LLC, the 4-year-old son 
of Montbrook held off Sure 
You Can and Shift Gears in his 
latest victory; a mere two necks 
separated the three rivals, and 
no more than two lengths cov¬ 
ered the seven-horse field after 
six furlongs in 1:12.86. Jose 
Betancourt rode the Florida- 
bred in both victories. 

Sonotas Secret snared her 
third career victory on June 
10 when she upset seven foes 
in allowance company under 
Kaenel. Trained by Yolonda 
King and owned by David 
Taylor, the 4-year-old Secret 
Hello filly pushed her career 
earnings to almost $85,000— 
not bad for a $900 yearling pur- 
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chase in 2003. Bred in Virginia 
by Michael Willis, Sonotas 
Secret ran down Mt. Ida to win 
by a head, going the five and a 
half furlongs in 1:05.70. 

Divine intervention and an 
aggressive frontrunning ride by 
Ryan Fogelsonger produced a 
maiden special weight turf vic¬ 
tory for Glencairn on June 10. 
The 6-year-old gelding was for¬ 
merly trained by Hall of Famer 
Mikey Smithwick, who died 
on May 29. Alexandra White, 
Smithwick s longtime partner, 
assumed training duties and 
enjoyed her first victory in 
2006 when Glencairn broke a 
zero-for-17 career mark with a 
five-furlong, wire-to-wire vic¬ 
tory in :57.90. Slight favorite 
Polar Front closed ground to 
be second, beaten by a length, 
with Whata Monster another 
three lengths behind in third. 

Bernie Houghton shipped 
What a Warrior from his Penn¬ 
sylvania farm to Pimlico twice 
during the spring meet. The 
Maryland-bred paid for the 
tolls, winning a maiden special 
turf race on May 19 and then 
returning to score in a mile 
grass allowance on June 9. 

By winning the two races, 
owner and co-breeder John 
Guest picked up $10,000 in 
special owner bonuses from the 
Maryland-bred Fund. Ridden 
both times by Kendrick Car- 
mouche, the son of Crowd 
Pleaser broke his maiden by 
a neck before trouncing his 
allowance rivals in 1:36.78. He 
was clear of Late Launch by 
three and a half lengths in the 
latter race. 

Veteran turf runner Tam’s 
Terms got back to his winning 
ways with an allowance vic¬ 
tory on June 4. Blanked in 2005 
while running in six straight 
stakes for owner/breeders 
Sondra and Howard Bender 
and trainer Larry Murray, the 8- 
year-old son of Private Terms 
gained his 11th career victory 
from 34 starts. 

Under Luis Garcia, Tam's 
Terms handled the grassy five 
furlongs—sprinting not nec- 
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essarily being his forte—in 
:58.40. 

Trainer Jennivieve Burton 
and owner Oswald Redman 
cashed in a successful claim on 
June 2 when Girl’s Best Friend 
garnered an allowance/option¬ 
al claimer. With Garcia aboard, 
Girl's Best Friend bested Ami- 
goni (Ire) by a length and a 
quarter, going a mile and a six¬ 
teenth on the dirt in 1:45.48. 

Burton claimed the 5-year- 
old gelded son of Diamond for 
$7,500 in April. The Maryland- 
bred had won three times in 
a 28-race career before taking 
his first victory for Oswald and 
Burton. 

Better known for combin¬ 
ing to achieve success in stee¬ 
plechases, owner Eldon Farm 
and trainer Doug Fout col¬ 
lected an allowance turf race 
on the flat on May 29 with 
Dancingupastorm. Ridden by 
Garcia, the 4-year-old daughter 
of Storm Boot took the mile 
and a sixteenth race in 1:42.41 
over Tsarmina. Bred by Martha 
and Lyn Burleson, the winner 
raced over jumps in a filly and 
mare maiden event at Camden 
in April, finishing nearly 73 
lengths behind the winner. 

Fout and Ken Luke's Eldon 
Farm collaborated to win the 


2004 Eclipse Award with cham¬ 
pion steeplechaser Hirapour 

a^). 

First-time starter Wooded, 
sent out by trainer Pasquale 
Pane for owner J. Harlan Wil¬ 
liams Jr., broke his maiden on 
May 29. And broke the bank 
in the process. Under Pedro 
Monterrey Jr., the 3-year-old 
Maryland-bred son of Meadow 
Monster paid $103.40 on his 
way to winning a $25,000 maid¬ 
en claimer by a neck over fel¬ 
low first-timer Dude Again. 

Owner William Backer and 
trainer Hamilton Smith enjoyed 
a prolific afternoon on May 26. 
Actually, a prolific hour. The 
pair swept consecutive races 
with Backer homebreds—the 
eighth with Ashley Hall, the 
ninth with Hunting Print. 

Making her debut, 3-year- 
old Ashley Hall took a five 
and a half-furlong maiden spe¬ 
cial by four and three-quarters 
lengths over favored Andrea's 
Pic. Apprentice David Lopez 
rode the winner. 

Hunting Print and Ryan 
Fogelsonger snagged a mile 
and a sixteenth allowance on 
the turf by a length over Kar- 
zai. Hunting Print finished the 
course in a solid 1:41.69. 


Both runners come from 
quality families. Hunting Print 
(by Lear Fan) is a full brother 
to Backer's 2004 Virginia Oaks 
winner Art Fan. 

Ashley Hall (by Maria's 
Mon) is a year-younger half- 
sister to Blue Grass S takes - 
G1 winner Bandini. Backer 
purchased her dam, Divine 
Dixie, for $185,000 at the 2002 
Keeneland November Breeding 
Stock sale, with Ashley Hall 
in utero. The mare produced 
a Pleasant Tap colt in 2004, 
named Virginia Minstrel, and 
a filly the next year by Came 
Home. Bred back to Fusaichi 
Pegasus, the sire of Bandini, 
Divine Dixie went through the 
Fasig-Tipton Kentucky Nov¬ 
ember sale last fall, selling for 
$2 million. 

The eight-week Pimlico 
stand concluded with familiar 
faces at the top of the stand¬ 
ings. Rosie Napravnik, Scott 
Lake and Robert Cole Jr. won 
individual titles, just as they 
had during the winter meet at 
Laurel Park. 

Eighteen-year-old appren¬ 
tice Napravnik continued her 
scourge, taking 56 races, 31 
more than Erick Rodriguez. 
Napravnik had 17 multiple 
winning days during the meet 


and won at least one race on 27 
different occasions. She won a 
career-best five races on May 
11, while on the Preakness 
undercard, she connected in a 
stakes race with My Lord. In 
slightly more than a year of 
riding (through the conclusion 
of Pimlico's meet), Napravnik 
racked up 229 victories for 
earnings of more than $4.2 
million. 

Lake dominated the trainer 
standings once again, winning 
27 races, 16 more than Howard 
Wolfendale. Lake saddled mul¬ 
tiple winners six times, includ¬ 
ing four victories on April 23. 
His runners finished in the 
money 43 times from 87 starts. 

Cole rode the Lake and 
Wolfendale ships to another 
leading owner title, securing 10 
victories, split between the two 
conditioners. 

Trainers with the highest 
s tarts-per-stall ratio received a 
$500 bonus from the Maryland 
Jockey Club. The winners: 
Lake (36 or more stalls), 
Carlos Garcia (26 to 35), Ann 
Merryman (16 to 25), John 
Alecci (8 to 15) and Vito Pin- 
cione (3 to 7). ♦ 


MONMOUTH 
PARK UNVEILS 
ITS GLEAMING 
NEW TURF 
COURSE

N ew Jersey racing gained 
momentum with the 
arrival of June, when 
the schedule expanded beyond 
weekends only while also ush¬ 
ering in the long-awaited return 
of grass racing with two all-turf 
programs at the Meadowlands 
and the eagerly anticipated 
debut of Monmouth Park's 
new turf course. 



The Monmouth course, the 
centerpiece of ongoing reno¬ 
vations as the track prepares 
to host the 2007 Breeders' Cup 
Thoroughbred Championships, 
was put to the test for the 
first time on June 18 with a 
race for claimers. The classy 8- 
year-old Navesink, a multiple 
graded stakes winner at 3 by 
Irish River (Fr) trained by Alan 
Goldberg, got the victory with 
Chuckie Lopez aboard while in 
for $25,000. 

“The footing is great,” said 
Lopez. “I don't believe the 
turns are any tighter than they 
were in the past. I was fortu¬ 
nate enough to ride a horse 
that is very good on turf. The 
course is very good, and he 
handled it beautifully.” 
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Emerald Earrings, twice graded-placed at Monmouth’s 2005 meet, rolled 
to victory in the West Long Branch Stakes for owner Daniel Herrmann.

He just took off in the stretch,” said jockey Joe Bravo, who piloted Patrick 
Biancone-trained Garibaldi to a length score in the Gilded Time Stakes. 


Mama Nadine, getting her first added-money win in the Little Silver Stakes, 
builds on the legacy of her late dam, Eclipse Award winner Countess Diana. 


It was the first Monmouth 
victory in five tries for the 
5-year-old mare, whose best 
efforts here last year came 


when she was third in both 
the Grade 2 Molly Pitcher 
Breeders 7 Cup Handicap and 
Grade 3 Matchmaker Stakes. 


With eight career victories in 
21 starts, Emerald Earrings has 
earned $438,866. 

Mrs. John Magnier, Derrick 
Smith and Michael Tabor's 
Garibaldi posted a one-length 
score in the $60,000 Gilded 
Time Stakes for 3-year-olds 
on June 11. Trained by Patrick 
Biancone, the Golden Missile 
colt, a $1.5 million juvenile 
sales purchase, covered the six 
furlongs in 1:11.15 with Bravo 
aboard. 

“Anytime you ride a Patrick 
Biancone horse, you have to 
be confident,” noted Bravo. “I 
asked him for run around the 
far turn, and he just took off in 
the stretch.” 

WinStar Farm's Mama 
Nadine romped home in front 
by six and a half lengths in 
the $60,000 Little Silver Stakes 
for 3-year-old fillies on June 
4. Sadly, the victory came a 
little more than a week after 
the death of her dam, the 1997 
Eclipse Award-winning 2- 
year-old filly Countess Diana. 
Trained by Todd Pletcher, 
Mama Nadine, by A.P Indy, 
became her dam's first stakes 
winner—she covered the one- 
mile, 70-yard distance, over a 
fast main track, in 1:40.21. 

Chuckie Lopez had a huge 
Memorial Day, riding the win¬ 
ners of two stakes races at 
Monmouth. High Blitz took 
the $65,000 Wolf Hill Stakes 
for 3-year-olds and up by seven 
lengths, while Extra Bend pre¬ 
vailed by a neck in the $65,000 
Spend a Buck Stakes for 3- 
year-olds. 

High Blitz, owned by 
Stronach Stables and trained by 
Justin Nixon, sat off the early 
s pace set by Spooky Mulder 
| before opening a daylight lead 
| in the stretch, crossing the fin- 
g ish line in 1:09.40 for the six 
furlongs. 

“He was practically drag¬ 
ging me around the race track,” 
Lopez said. “Turning for home, 
I knew it was ‘game over.' It 
was really a powerful perfor¬ 
mance.” 


The popular New Jersey- 
bred 4-year-old Joey R emerged 
as Monmouth Park’s early-sea- 
son equine star, winning a pair 
of stakes: the John J. Reilly 
Handicap against state-breds 
on May 27 and the $60,000 
Longfellow Stakes against open 
company on June 18. 

In the Longfellow, Joey P. 
took charge early and drew off 
to a two and a quarter-length 
win in 1:03.24 for the five and a 
half furlongs, about two-fifths 
off the track record. 

“I knew the horse was 
good, but he showed me a 
level I've never seen before,” 
rider Joe Bravo said. “He really 
opened my eyes. I knew the 
race was over at the quarter 
pole. I just let him gallop out 
the last eighth ” 

Owner John Petrini made a 
trainer change over the winter, 
transferring Joey P from Frank 
Costa to Ben Perkins Jr. 

Joey P. gained a lot of fans 
at Monmouth in 2005 with 
his win in the track's Grade 
3 Jersey Shore Breeders' Cup 
and a brave effort pressing the 
pace in the Grade 1 Haskell 
Invitational Handicap. 

Conover Stable’s Livermore 
Valley suffered a severe 
case of colic last year that 
required surgery. The winner 
of Monmouth’s 2005 Colleen 
Stakes survived the ordeal and 
returned in fine form this sea¬ 
son, as evidenced by a vic¬ 
tory on June 17 in the $60,000 
Dearly Precious Stakes for 
3-year-old fillies. A Maryland- 
bred trained by Jim Ryerson, 
Livermore Valley ran the six 
furlongs in 1:10.40. 

Daniel A. Herrmann's 
Emerald Earrings also rolled 
to victory on June 17, taking 
the $65,000 West Long Branch 
Stakes for fillies and mares at 
one mile. Trained by Bruce 
Alexander and ridden by Eddie 
Castro, Emerald Earrings won 
by two and a quarter lengths 
over late-closing Gipsy Limits, 
with Blissful Ignorance five 
lengths farther back in third in 
the strung-out field of five. 
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Frank Stronach’s High Blitz uncorked a powerful stretch run in the 
Wolf Hill Stakes, scoring by seven lengths under Chuckie Lopez. 



Quite a Bride affirmed her fondness for the turf while winning the Trenton 
Stakes for Hall of Fame trainer Bill Mott. It was her third grass win in a row. 


Extra Bend has turned into 
a shrewd claim for trainer Scott 
Volk, who took the gelding on 
behalf of Theodore Volk, his 
brother, for $50,000 out of a 
one-mile race at Aqueduct on 
March 16. In his two starts for 
the Volks, Extra Bend has been 
second on turf in the Wood- 
lawn Stakes at Pimlico and now 
owns a dirt stakes victory. Extra 
Bend ran the one-mile Spend a 
Buck distance in 1:37.64. 

“I knew I had claimed a 
good horse, and now I think 
he’s probably my best claim 
ever,” Volk commented. “He’s 
a versatile horse and he’s won 
three on the dirt, but I think 
he’s better on the turf. I expect 
him to just keep getting better 
on turf.” 

Park Avenue Ball, the New 
Jersey-bred who ran third in 
last year’s Haskell, captured the 
$65,000 Frisk Me Now Stakes 
on May 27. The Char-Mari 
Stable runner covered the one 
mile and 70 yards in 1:42.01. 

Three all-turf cards were 
scheduled for consecutive Mon¬ 
days in June at the Meadow- 
lands. The first, on June 5, was 
rained out, but the remaining 
two proved to be very lucrative 
for Hall of Fame trainer Bill 
Mott, who missed a sweep of 
three Big M stakes by inches. 

Quite a Bride, bred and 
owned by Haras Santa Maria de 
Araras, broke on top and con¬ 
tinued in front all way to take 


the $60,000 Trenton Stakes for 
3-year-old fillies by two and 
three-quarters lengths on June 
12. With Castro aboard, she 
ran the mile and a sixteenth in 
1:41.87. It was the third con¬ 
secutive win on the turf from 
five career starts. 

“She hasn’t done anything 
wrong since we put her on the 


turf,” observed Mott. “I was 
really impressed with the way 
she accelerated when Castro 
asked.” The Stormy Atlantic 
filly is a half-sister to Goulash, 
the dam of champion Ashado 
and current graded stakes-win¬ 
ning 3-year-old Sunriver. 

Mott just missed a stakes 
double that afternoon when 


Arthur I. Appleton’s Icy 
Atlantic, trained by Pletcher, 
led all the way in the $60,000 
Battlefield Stakes. Mott’s Old 
Forester came charging late to 
miss by only a head. 

But there was a sweep, as 
Stormy Atlantic sired the win¬ 
ners of both events. 

Icy Atlantic covered the mile 
and a sixteenth in 1:40.94. “It 
was actually pretty easy,” jockey 
Chris DeCarlo said. “He tends 
to wait on horses, so I waited 
as long as I could and when I 
asked him he responded. He 
had just enough to hold on.” 

It was the first win of the 
year in four starts for 5-year- 
old Icy Atlantic, and his first 
victory since taking the 2004 
Jersey Derby. 

On June 19 at the Mead- 
owlands, Mott and jockey Cor- 
nelio Velasquez teamed to win 
the $60,000 Miss Liberty Stakes 
for fillies and mares with My 
Lordship in a course-record 
performance. She ran the one 
mile, 70 yards, in 1:37.44, eclips¬ 
ing the previous record of 1:38 
established in 1978. 

My Lordship recorded her 
third win in four starts this 
season, while surpassing the 
$500,000 mark in career earn¬ 
ings for her breeder/owner, 
Live Oak Plantation. As of 
June 19, she had won half of 
her 18 career starts. ^

W ho better—or who 
more likely—to spoil 
Cherokee's Boy's bid to 
win the $100,000 Brandywine 
Stakes in consecutive years 
than trainer Jonathan Shep¬ 
pard? A perennial leader at 
Delaware Park, Sheppard sent 
out Augustin Stable's 5-year- 
old Smart Growth to defeat 
7-5 favorite Cherokee's Boy 
in the mile and a sixteenth 
Brandywine on June 10. Smart 
Growth closed from fifth in the 
six-horse field, collaring front¬ 
running Cherokee's Boy in the 
final yards to win by a half- 
length in 1:44.09. Cherokee's 
Boy held on to finish second, 
four lengths ahead of the stalk¬ 
ing Happy Hunting. 

The victory marked Smart 
Growth’s initial stakes score in 
his first attempt, and improved 
his record to four wins in 13 
starts, with $175,222 in earn¬ 
ings. The regally bred horse is 
a third-generation homebred 
for George Strawbridge—by 
Gone West out of the multiple 
graded stakes winner Ratings 
(by Caveat), he is a half-brother 
to graded stakes winner Record¬ 
ing. 

For his part, Cherokee's Boy 
picked up $20,000, which pro¬ 
pelled him to millionaire sta¬ 
tus ($1,011,486). As for the 
66-year-old Sheppard, through 
June 22 his runners had won 
11 races from 29 starts (a 38 
percent ratio) at Delaware Park, 
banking $277,800. 

Rains of biblical propor¬ 
tions over the weekend of June 
24 to 25 sent nine runners, 
including morning-line favorite

T. D. Vance, packing from the 
$100,000 Sussex Stakes, when 
the race was moved from the 
turf to the dirt. The multiple 
defections suited Erdenheim 
Farm's 5-year-old Play Bingo 
(by Polish Numbers) just 
fine. Entered for “main track 
only," he stalked paceset¬ 
ters Pocomoonshine and 6-5 
favorite Angelic Aura, eventu¬ 
ally seizing the lead into the 
stretch to score by two lengths 
in 1:45.63 for a mile and a six¬ 
teenth on a strip labeled a wet 
fast." Pocomoonshine held sec¬ 
ond by a length and a quarter 
over Angelic Aura. Trained by 
John R.S. Fisher, Play Bingo— 
winner of the 2005 Maryland 
Million Classic—improved his 
record to seven victories in 18 
starts, with total earnings of 
$417,330. 

More a mini stakes than its 
official designation as a non-win¬ 
ners-of-two-other-than allow¬ 


ance for 3-year-olds, the sev¬ 
enth race on June 11 brought 
together a scarred refugee from 
the Triple Crown preps (Little 
Cliff), a 2005 Maryland-bred 
divisional co-champ (Vegas 
Play), a pair of stakes-placed 
colts (Kid Lemonade and 
Wilentz) and a winner of four 
consecutive races against 
increasingly difficult opposition 
(Smokem Out). In tow were 
two Hall of Fame trainers— 
Bud Delp (Vegas Play) and 
Nick Zito (Little Clifi). All for a 
$40,000 pot at one mile on the 
main track. 

Ultimately, a stalking Little 
Cliff, the 13-10 favorite and 
the beneficiary of a fortuitous 
trip, emerged the winner in a 
three-horse photo over tena¬ 
cious runner-up Vegas Play and 
gritty pacesetter Kid Lemonade 
in 1:38.98. Neither Smokem 
Out nor Wilentz threatened at 
any point. 


After chasing heavyweights 
Bluegrass Cat, Sinister Minister 
and High Cotton throughout 
the spring, Robert LaPenta's 
Little Cliff recorded his 
first victory in six starts this 
year—and third overall—while 
pushing his career earnings to 
$116,935. 

Winless with 10 starts in 
2006 going into the June 11 
card at Delaware, trainer Stacey 
Parker experienced something 
of a reversal of (mis)fortune 
when she sent out Patricia 
Generazio's Left On Sycamore, 
Tune of the Spirit and Terry's 
On Demand to victory over 
the course of two days. 

Things got brighter when on 
June 11, Left On Sycamore—a 
3-year-old filly in for a $5,000 
tag—drew clear for an easy 
length and a quarter score 
going six furlongs. 

The next day 5-year-old 
gelding Tune of the Spirit led 
throughout a nine-furlong 
I allowance/optional claimer on 
8 the turf, crossing the finish line 
a half-length ahead of 11-10 
favorite Battle Chant in 1:49.29. 
His $61 win mutuel likely 
stemmed not from any lack of 
success on the grass—five of 
his six lifetime victories before 
the race occurred on the turf, 
including four at Delaware—as 
from the fact that his prospects 
for success seemed highly sus¬ 
pect beyond a mile. 

High on that win, Parker 
and Generazio came right 
back to take a $25,000 maiden 
claimer for fillies and mares at 
six furlongs with the 3-year- 
old Terry's On Demand, who 
closed from midpack to win 
by three lengths over Dancer 
in the Citi. Bred by her owner 
in Florida, Terry's On Demand 
paid considerably less than her 
stablemate, returning $10.20. 

On June 18, trainer Aimee 
Hall enjoyed a eureka moment 
not unlike Parker's when 
Seahorse Racing Stable's Safe 
From Harm weaved through 
traffic to post a length and a 
half victory over 6-5 favorite 
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Joe the Legend in a $25,000 
turf claimer at about five fur¬ 
longs. The 6-year-old gelding’s 
win allowed Hall to slough 
off a zero-for-21 season and, 
in effect, opened the flood¬ 
gates. Two days later, Seahorse 
Racing’s Turk’s Reality scored 
by three and a quarter lengths 
over 7-10 favorite Kiss a Coyote 
in a $50,000 maiden claimer at 
five and a half furlongs, fol¬ 
lowed two nights after that by 
yet another Hall-trained vic¬ 
tory, diis time by Wild Whitney, 
whom she owns, in a $6,000 
claimer at Charles Town. 

“We had a slow year, and 
then we had a good week,” 
noted Hall, who maintains a 
10-horse barn at Delaware. “It’s 


been tough,” she admitted. “I 
don’t have a lot of big-money 
clients behind me.” 

In fact, Hall functions as 
one-eighth of Seahorse Racing 
Stable, the other seven mem¬ 
bers consisting of “seven guys 
from Massachusetts,” as Hall 
termed it. 

A trainer for the past 15 
years, she relocated to the Mid- 
Atlantic circuit from Massa¬ 
chusetts in 2000, accompanied 
by a pronounced New England 
accent and her husband, jockey 
Jose Caraballo, who rode both 
Safe From Harm and Turk’s 
Reality. 

Pay no attention to that man 
behind the curtain! Retired as 
an active trainer since 2001, J. 


William (Bill) Boniface, who 

won the 1983 Preakness with 
Deputed Testamony, appeared 
to resurface on June 18 to snare 
a $25,000 maiden claimer for 
2-year-old fillies with owner/ 
breeder Kennard Warfield Jr.’s 
first-time starter Noble Valley. 
At least Boniface was listed as 
the trainer. 

It was not what it may have 
seemed, explained Boniface’s 
wife, Joan, who owns and oper¬ 
ates the family’s full-service 
Bonita Farm in Darlington, 
Md., with her husband and 
their three sons, Billy, Kevin 
and John. “A few months ago, 
our son John had an accident. 
He separated his pelvis and he 
had to have a plate put in. Since

PARK CANCELS 
THIS YEAR’S 
PENNSYLVANIA 
DERBY-G2

G reenwood Racing Inc., 
which owns and oper¬ 
ates Philadelphia Park, 
has announced the cancella¬ 
tion of the 2006 renewal of 
the $750,000 Pennsylvania 
Derby-G2, the state’s richest 
race, traditionally contested 
on Labor Day. The track cited 
ongoing construction to all 
three floors of the Philadelphia 
Park grandstand as the reason 
why the race—run at a mile 
and an eighth for 3-year-olds— 
was scrapped. 

“For the safety of our 
patrons, we decided it was the 
best thing to do,” said Hal 
Handel, Greenwood’s chief 
executive officer. “We typi¬ 
cally get crowds in excess of 
15,000 for the Pennsylvania 
Derby, and with the inside of 


the building being full-blown 
construction sites, there really 
wouldn’t be anywhere to put 
people except outside. If the 
weather was bad, it would be 
dangerous to have a crowd that 
size come inside.” 

This marks the first time 
since its inaugural in 1979 that 
the Pennsylvania Derby will 
not be run. The race’s $750,000 
purse will remain in the horse¬ 
men’s account. 

The Pennsylvania Derby 
card has been supported in 
recent years by the $75,000 


Steve Van Buren Handicap for 
3-year-olds and up at seven 
furlongs. Handel said the Van 
Buren will be rescheduled, 
most likely on a date near 
Labor Day. 

Greenwood is convert¬ 
ing the first two floors of the 
circa-1974 Philadelphia Park 
grandstand into areas for 1,250 
slot machines, while the previ¬ 
ously unused third floor will be 
devoted to parimutuel racing 
and simulcasting. Total costs 
for the project: $15 million to 
$18 million. 


then, Bill has been helping John 
with his horses.” 

Now you know. John Boni¬ 
face really trains Noble Valley, 
who rallied from far back to 
defeat Beyond the Bay by a 
neck in 1:00.63 for five and 
a half furlongs. Among those 
left in her wake: Mojave Queen, 
trained by brother Kevin. 

Their father, now 64, offi¬ 
cially relinquished training 
duties to John and Kevin in 
order to oversee, as Bonita’s 
general manager, the farm’s 
extensive daily operations. ^ 


Slots licenses are expected 
to be issued to race tracks 
by the Pennsylvania Gaming 
Control Board after Labor 
Day. Greenwood hopes to 
have its grandstand construc¬ 
tion finished in time to accom¬ 
modate slots players by late 
fall. Eventually, the majority 
of the slot machines will be 
moved to a new casino facility, 
projected to open in late 2007. 

Max West went from being 
a low-level claimer to a winner 
of a $100,000 stakes race in 
little more than a year’s time. 
On May 29, the 6-year-old 
West by West gelding captured 
the Turf Monster Handicap at 
Philadelphia Park by a length 
and three-quarters over Yankee 
Wildcat, earning $60,000, the 
biggest paycheck of his career. 
Jose Flores rode the winner. 
Final time for the five furlongs 
on the grass was :56.63. 

Max West’s first added- 
money victory didn’t come 
easily, though. Jockey Enrique 
Jurado, aboard Yankee Wildcat, 
claimed foul against the winner, 
alleging interference during the 
stretch run. After a lengthy 
review of the race, the stew¬ 
ards dismissed Jurado’s claim. 
Pisgah, a 5-year-old who broke 
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Delaware Park’s track record 
for six furlongs on the dirt on 
April 25, finished third as die 

1-2 favorite. 

Haltered by owner/trainer 
Carlos Guerrero from a ninth- 
place finish in a $6,250 claimer 
in January 2005, Max West 
found new life when Guerrero 
tried him on the turf, including 
setting the track’s current five- 
furlong grass mark of :55.91 in 
a starter allowance in October. 

This year Max West prepped 
for the Turf Monster by win¬ 
ning his season debut in a five 
and a half-furlong allowance 
over Adantic City’s turf course 
on May 3, which he ran in 
1:01.90, just one-tenth of a sec¬ 
ond off the 17-year-old course 
record of 1:01.80. 

Max West has now scored 
six times on the turf for 
Guerrero since May 2005, and 
his career record stands at nine 
wins from 42 starts, with earn¬ 
ings of $187,320. 

Top of the Pyramid, a son 
of Pyramid Peak, captured the 
first juvenile race of the season 
at Philadelphia, contested on 
June 4. Owned by Harvey A. 
Clarke, bred by Rabbit’s Foot 
Stable and trained by Lynda 
Knee, Top of the Pyramid was 
sent off at 8-1 in his debut and 
rallied in deep stretch under 
jockey Hiram Rivera to post a 
neck victory over Musical Step 
in :52.36 for four and a half 
furlongs. Flying Kiwi finished 
another head behind in third. 

Out of the stakes-win- 
ning Dauphin Fabuleux mare 
Maxixe, Top of the Pyramid 
is a half-brother to Max West, 
who also was bred by Rabbit’s 
Foot Stable. 

The $100,000 Donald 
LeVine Memorial Handicap, 
the first stakes race for open 
company on the Philadelphia 
Park calendar, was captured by 
New York invader Big Apple 
Daddy on May 27. Owned by 
Ervin Rodriguez and trained 
by Bruce Levine, Big Apple 
Daddy rallied from well off the 
pace to mow down speedster 
P. Kerney at the sixteenth pole 


and post a two and a half- 
length victory. 

It was the second stakes tri¬ 
umph of the season for the 4- 
year-old New York-bred Precise 
End colt—he won the state- 
bred Hollie Hughes Handicap 
at Aqueduct in February—and 
pushed his career earnings to 
$383,756. 

The Ben Feliciano Jr.- 
trained P. Kerney, winner of 
the Northern Wolf Stakes at 
Laurel Park in March, zipped 
through the opening half-mile 
in :43.27; at that point Big 
Apple Daddy was almost 10 
lengths behind. 

“It took him almost a quar¬ 
ter-mile to get his legs under 
him,” said winning jockey 
Richard Migliore. “I knew how 
fast they were going up front 
and I was still pretty confident 
at the half-mile pole.” 

As P. Kerney began to tire 
after six furlongs in 1:07.77, Big 
Apple Daddy roared past him 
in midstretch to win in 1:20.79, 
just shy of the track record of 
1:20.61 for seven furlongs. P. 
Kerney held on for second, 
with Litde Thunder third. 

The heavy 1-2 choice, Big 
Apple Daddy returned $3. The 
LeVine victory was his third 
from four starts in 2006, and 
he’s now won six of 18 lifetime 
races. 


Mary A. Pattershall-owned 
and trained Inapinch relished 
the return of turf racing to 
Philadelphia Park, capturing a 
$25,000 claimer for fillies and 
mares at one mile on May 28 
and coming back on June 17 
to win for $32,000 going a mile 
and a sixteenth. Both victo¬ 
ries came under jockey Jorge 
Duarte Jr. 

On May 28 she closed from 
off the pace over a firm course 
to defeat the Jayne Vaders- 
trained Rapid River by a length 
and three-quarters, covering 
the distance in 1:37.76 as the 

2- 1 favorite. 

Meeting four rivals next out, 
Inapinch was dispatched as the 

3- 5 favorite, lagged in last early, 
then circled the field on the 
final turn and drew off to win 
by three and a quarter lengths 
in 1:45.48. 

Bred in Pennsylvania by 
Joan E. Rock, Inapinch is a 
6-year-old daughter of Ocean 
Splash—Amy’s Relief, by 
Muttering. The two victories 
brought her record to 10 wins 
from 37 starts, and she’s now 
earned $134,928. Six of her 
lifetime wins have come on 
the grass. 

Trainer Heather Rogers, 
who operates a small stable, 
tightened the girth on Smart 
Kiss on June 6 as the 5-year- 


old broke her maiden on the 
Philadelphia lawn in a $20,550, 
seven and a half-furlong maid¬ 
en special weight race for fillies 
and mares. 

Under jockey Todd Glasser, 
the daughter of Smart Strike 
out of stakes-placed Triple 
Kiss (GB), by Shareef Dancer, 
rallied from far back to pass the 
leaders in midstretch and draw 
away to a four-length victory 
over Aspiring Lana on a course 
listed as “firm.” 

Owned by Carlos Moore, 
Smart Kiss recorded a final time 
of 1:34.77 and earned $12,000. 
g Bred in Virginia by Moore 
and W.S. Farish, she was con¬ 
signed to the 2002 Keeneland 
September Yearling sale, where 
Moore bought her on his own 
account for $16,000. 

On May 31, Michael Shan- 
ley’s Walden Pond, a 4-year- 
old son of Smoke Glacken— 
Leeward Sail, by Time for a 
Change, notched his second 
consecutive victory in winning 
a $22,050 allowance at five fur¬ 
longs on the grass for trainer 
Brenda Wilson. 

Under jockey Anibal Prado, 
Walden Pond forced the pace 
from the outside in the nine- 
horse field, seized command 
nearing the quarter pole and 
prevailed by three-quarters of 
a length over Rockin Raven. 
Walden Pond was timed in 
:57.91 over a firm course. 

Last year, Walden Pond 
made five starts at four differ¬ 
ent race tracks, three times out 
of the barn of trainer Bill Mott, 
without finding the winner’s 
circle. He returned on May 3 at 
Adantic City in a five and a 
half-furlong maiden special 
weight and was never headed, 
winning by five and a half 
lengths in 1:02.33 at odds of 
10-1. The West Virginia-bred 
gelding was a $67,000 Keene¬ 
land September Yearling sale 
purchase, and was resold for 
$200,000 at the Fasig-Tipton 
Calder February sale of 2-year- 
olds in training in 2004. ^

STAKES FALL 
PREY (MOSTLY) 
TO TRAINER 
SCOTT LAKE

J ust when it looked as if 
only trainer Scott Lake 
was allowed to win stakes 
races at Charles Town, Tim 
Shanley saddled Unison 
Moon to annex the $50,000, 
seven-furlong Cor tan Stakes on 
June 10. Of course, it helped 
that Lake—whose runners had 
accounted for the consecutive 
$50,000 West Virginia Distaff 
Stakes (May 6), $50,000 Costy 
Caras Memorial Stakes (May 
12), $50,000 Country Road 
Stakes (May 20), $50,000 Jiva 
Coolit Stakes (May 27) and 
$50,000 Turn Capp Stakes 
(June 3)—did not have a horse 
in the Cortan, after Morine's 
Victory, owned by major Lake 
client Robert Cole Jr., failed to 
draw in from the also-eligible 
list. 

Unison Moon defeated a 
formidable group of older 
horses that included Donald's 
Pride—second by a length and 
three-quarters—and Vanna's 
Honeybear, another eight 
lengths back in third. Jockey 
Dale Whittaker rode the win¬ 
ner, who finished in 1:24.41. 

After the streak snapped, 
Lake came dangerously close— 
a half-length to be exact—to 
resuming it on June 17 when 
the Elks tone Group LLC's 


Phoney Exchange, victorious 
for Lake in the Country Road 
Stakes, returned to just miss 
behind O'Sullivan Farms LLC's 
and trainer George Yetsook's 
Julie B. in the seven-furlong, 
$50,000 Lady Charles Town 
Stakes. The West Virginia-bred 
3-year-old filly by Eastover 
Court went the distance in 
1:26.25. 

A week later, Lake again was 
narrowly foiled, as his trainee 
Vikrant, owned by Cole, wound 
up three-quarters of a length 
behind 7-5 favorite Ah Day in 
the $50,000 Red Legend Stakes 
at seven furlongs for 3-year-old 
colts and geldings. 

Owned by The Jim Stable 
and trained by King T. 
Leatherbury, multiple stakes 
winner Ah Day, ridden by 
Jonathan Joyce, jostled with the 
runner-up and jockey Travis 
Dunkelberger as they neared 
the wire, ultimately finish¬ 
ing in 1:25.25. Through June 
24, Ah Day, a son of Malibu 
Moon bred in Maryland by 
Leatherbury, had won half of 
his 10 career starts, earning 
$221,410. 

The gaudy winning ratio 
looks like a typo: 80 percent. 
In raw numbers: eight wins in 
10 local starts from January 1 
through June 25. The super¬ 
man behind the only-too-true 
super statistic: trainer David 
Wells (please refrain from 
asides referencing the beefy 
Red Sox pitcher of the same 
name). 

Wells's most recent winner, 
the 3-5 Caper On Holme, can¬ 
tered home in a $4,000 claimer 
at Charles Town on June 7, 
defeating Just a Chip by two 
and a half lengths in :52.82 for 
four and a half furlongs. Five 
days earlier, Wells saddled the 
2-5 Davis Mint to take a seven- 
furlong, $6,000 filly/mare 
claimer by four and three-quar¬ 
ter lengths over Lily Mel Mel. 
And Wells trainee Initially, held 
at 9-10 in the betting, captured 
a $6,000 claimer at a mile and 
an eighth on May 5. Obviously, 


the wagering public has caught 
on that Wells wins. 

“You can spend a tittle bit 
more time on your horses 
when you're only running a 
few,” explained Wells, who has 
a half-dozen runners based 
at the Sandomar Training 
Center near Penn National in 
Grantville, Pa. “It keeps them 
happy to keep them off the 
race track.” 

Deliriously happy, it seems. 
Wells takes full advantage of 
the facility's indoor swim¬ 
ming pool, jogging machines 
and turf course to prepare his 
charges, he noted, adding that 
when he wants to gallop them 
over a race track, he sends 
them to his close colleague, 
trainer Stephanie Beattie, at 
Penn National. 

While Caper On Holme, 
Davis Mint and Initially all won 
against modest claiming com¬ 
pany, Wells also has enjoyed 
success in more rarefied ranks. 
For example, in September 
2005 he haltered Spindini out 
of a $7,500 claimer at Charles 
Town in which the gelding, a 
4-year-old at the time, finished 
fourth, beaten 10 lengths going 
a mile and an eighth, and then 
a bit more than three weeks 
later wheeled him back for 
new owner D A S L Stable to 
win the $75,000 West Virginia 
“Onion Juice” Breeders Classic 
Stakes at seven furlongs. 

Spindini didn't resurface 
again until June 22, in a $20,000 
starter allowance at seven fur¬ 
longs, losing by a neck to 11 -10 
favorite Ruling Star in 1:25.83. 
(In truth, Spindini diminished 
Wells's record, which stood at 
eight wins in nine starts before 
the race.) 

Barring an unforeseen set¬ 
back, Wells anticipates another 
Breeders Classics appearance 
for Spindini. “We're gonna 
shoot for the Onion Juice 
[now worth $100,000] or the 
[$500,000] Classic with him,” 
the trainer said. “That's my 
goal. We haven't decided yet. 
He's gonna win one of them.” 


A pair of classy and durable 
6-year-old geldings registered 
popular victories in early June 
when, on back-to-back days, 
Hi Time Scott and Moses 
Jerome burnished their minor 
legacies. On June 3, Whitney 
Racing Stable's Hi Time Scott 
polished off a half-dozen allow¬ 
ance foes at seven furlongs in 
relatively easy fashion, finish¬ 
ing three and a quarter lengths 
in front of Adams Tribe in 
1:26.13. Trained by William 
Downing, Hi Time Scott gar¬ 
nered $20,400 for finishing 
first, and now has 11 wins in 
62 lifetime starts—with six 
seconds and seven thirds—for 
earnings of $160,801. In April 
2005, he ran third in Tampa 
Bay Downs's Hilton Garden 
Inn Sprint Stakes. 

The following afternoon, 
Granny Stable's Moses Jerome 
stormed past a group of starter 
allowance rivals at four and 
a half furlongs to win by a 
length and a quarter in :51.72. 
Whispered Ways, who dueled 
throughout, prevailed for sec¬ 
ond in a three-horse photo 
over Ian's Rocket (third) and 
Northern Joe (fourth). His 14th 
career score in 70 starts, Moses 
Jerome, trained by Howard 
Wolfendale, has amassed nearly 
$250,000 in earnings, and, tike 
Hi Time Scott, can claim an 
added-money placing on his 
resume—in his case, a third 
in Laurel Park's 2003 Private 
Terms Stakes. 

When Huber Stable's Fear 
the Reaper reeled off two 
recent $32,000 allowance vic¬ 
tories at a mile and a sixteenth 
over sloppy, sealed surfaces, the 
3-year-old further enhanced 
the record of his already amaz¬ 
ing dam, Quite Amazing. 

Her 10 th winner from 10 
foals to race, Fear the Reaper 
(by Louis Quatorze) completed 
the distance in 1:47.21 on June 
1, finishing a length ahead of 
3-2 favorite Royal Right. On 
June 25, Fear the Reaper again 
triumphed by a length, this time 
as the 8-5 choice, in 1:49.10. 
Fear the Reaper's record now 
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stands at three wins, a sec¬ 
ond and two thirds in seven 
career starts, with $67,600 in 
earnings. Jeff Runco, second in 
the standings behind Ronney 


Brown, trains the winner, and 
Whittaker was aboard on both 
occasions. 

Preeminent among Quite 
Amazing’s previous foals is 


$765,168-earner Presiden- 
tialaffair, a six-time stakes 
winner whose grandest tri¬ 
umphs included Aqueduct’s 
2003 Stuyvesant Handicap- 


G3, Monmouth Park’s 2004 
Salvator Mile Handicap-G3 
and the 2004 Maryland Million 
Classic at Pimlico. ^

AT PENN 

NATIONAL

A nthony L. Roman Jr.’s 
Who’s Bluffing shattered 
Penn National’s 29-year- 
old track record for six furlongs 
in winning the sixth race on 
May 30, a $19,214 allowance 
for 3-year-olds and up. 

A 6-year-old gelded son 
of Pine Bluff—Poisonous, by 
Highland Blade, Who’s Bluffing 
blasted out of the starting gate 
under jockey Thomas Clifton 
and was never headed by his 
six rivals. His final time was 
1:08.77, which shaved a frac¬ 
tion off the former mark of 
1:08.80 set by Dainty Dotsie on 
August 13,1977. 

Among the horses left in the 
wake of Who’s Bluffing was 


multiple stakes winner Saay Mi 
Name, who was second, seven 
lengths behind the winner. 

Earlier this year Who’s 
Bluffing equaled the previous 
mark, a clocking that had been 
duplicated—but never bet¬ 
tered—by five other horses in 
nearly 30 years. Who’s Bluffing 
is trained by Tim Kreiser, who 
has 21 wins from 97 starters 
through racing of June 17. 

Trainer Robert L. (Butch) 
Reid, who has been winning 
at better than a 31 percent rate 
this year from only a limited 
number of starters, saddled 
Call Me Wild, a colt he also 
owns, on June 1 and came away 
with a three-quarter-length vic¬ 
tory in the $40,750 Danzig 
Stakes, a six-furlong race for 
Pennsylvania-bred 3-year-old 
colts and geldings. 

Call Me Wild, a son of 
Caller I. D.—Pineyville, by Pine 
Bluff, twice defeated allow¬ 
ance company at Philadelphia 
Park before his Danzig score. 
Under jockey Eriluis Vaz, the 
colt bested six rivals, includ¬ 
ing Escrow Account, last year’s 
Pennsylvania-bred juvenile 
champion who showed little 
and retreated to last. Call Me 
Wild covered the distance in 
1:11.20 and earned $24,450, 
improving his career record to 
four wins from seven starts, 
with $67,820 in earnings. Power 
by Leigh finished second, two 


and a half lengths in front of 
Valay Night. 

Reid is the brother of blood¬ 
stock agent and former trainer 
Mark Reid. 

Pewter Stable LLC’s 
Unbridled Smile captured 
her first added-money race in 
the $40,750 Wonders Delight 
Stakes for 3-year-old Pennsyl¬ 
vania-bred fillies on June 8. 
Under jockey Harry Vega, 
Unbridled Smile grabbed the 
lead at the break, reeled off 
splits of :21.85, :44.76 and 
:56.97, and then flashed under 
the wire two lengths in front 
of Hailie’s Girl—winner of 
the $50,000 Blue Mountain 
Futurity last November at Penn 
National—and favored Defiant 
Maid. Unbridled Smile com¬ 
pleted the six furlongs in a swift 
1:09.76. The Wonders Delight 
was her third win from five 
starts, and she’s now earned 
$58,837 while never finishing 
off the board. 

Unbridled Smile, however, 
did not return to the winner’s 
circle for ceremonial photo¬ 
graphs; instead, she was vanned 
off the track after injuring a 
knee during the race. 

Trainer Kathleen DeMasi 
and her husband, Greg, have 
operated Pewter Stable, which 
offers racing partnerships 
and private training services, 
since 1983. They purchased 
Unbridled Smile, a daughter of 
Unbridled Jet—Dazzling Smile,

by Smile, for $17,000 at the 
2004 Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
Eastern Fall Yearling sale. 

“It was my husband who 
picked her out at the sale,” 
DeMasi explained after the 
Wonders Delight. “She was a 
big, strapping filly, and we sent 
her to be broken at Turning 
Point Farms in Maryland. From 
the start she did everything 
right. She’s really smart and 
really sweet.” 

DeMasi reported that the 
injury Unbridled Smile suffered 
while winning the Wonders 
Delight isn’t career-ending; still, 
it required surgery, and she will 
miss the rest of the season. 

“We’re looking forward to 
bringing her back next year,” 
DeMasi added. “It’s disap¬ 
pointing that something like 
this had to happen, but fortu¬ 
nately she’ll be back.” 

A native of Centreville, Md., 
DeMasi began her career in rac¬ 
ing as ahotwalker at Bowie Race 
Course in Maryland while still 
in high school, then worked as 
a groom. She learned the train¬ 
ing game from the late Richard 
Dutrow Sr., and obtained her 
trainer’s license in 1984. 

Her first victory came at 
Penn National with the very 
first horse she saddled, and her 
stakes winners include Tj’s Tuff 
as Nails, Merry Princess, Go 
Go Baby Go and Eastern 
Gale. 

Longshot players celebrated 
after the second race on June 
13 when 77-1 Q. V. C. Karma 
defeated 47-1 Quick Draw 
Annie to trigger a $2,808.80 
exacta payoff; combined with 
third-place finisher Stone Face 
(the 3-2 favorite), the trifecta 
returned $35,364. 

Making her first start for 
new owner Ruth A. Trimmer 
and trainer Linda Clement, who 
claimed her for $3,500 on June 
7 from Philadelphia Park-based 
trainer Kim Swentkowski, 
Q. V. C. Karma paid $157.40 to 
win in taking the one-mile, 70- 
yard claiming race on a firm 
turf course. It was the highest 
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win mutuel thus far in 2006 at 
Penn National. 

A 5-year-old Pennsylvan¬ 
ia-bred daughter of Nepal— 


Karma Rags, by Allen's Pros¬ 
pect, Q. V C. Karma was rid¬ 
den by Rely Carpio. 


Quick Draw Annie, who 
returned $40.60 to place, was 
was piloted by David Cora for 
owner/trainer Karen Kunes.

King Cole: Maryland-based 
owner is building an empire 
through sharp claims

R obert L. Cole Jr. can't get 
enough of a good thing. 
The more successful he 
becomes as a Thoroughbred 
race horse owner, the more 
driven he becomes to outdo 
himself. 

“When I'm confident that I 
can make money doing some¬ 
thing that I enjoy, I go hog wild 
and put more money and time 
into it," said Cole. 

A licensed owner since 1996, 
Cole claims that he has turned 


a profit since 2003, when he 
ranked among the nation’s 
leaders in earnings. His resume 
also includes a 28 percent win 
ratio in 2001, a runner-up fin¬ 
ish as Maryland’s leading owner 
in 2002 and a top-20 national 
standing with 83 wins in 2005. 

But those numbers pale by 
comparison to what Cole has 
done in the first half of 2006. 
Through July 1, Cole’s stable 
had accumulated 91 wins, an 
astounding 43 percent win¬ 


ning ratio, a 72 percent in-the- 
money mark and $1.53 million 
in earnings. He ranks in the 
top five in all those categories 
for owners with at least 25 
wins, making him a good bet to 
join Mid-Atlantic-based own¬ 
ers Michael Gill and Richard 
Englander as Eclipse Award 
winners this decade. 

“He’s just a very aggres¬ 
sive and very smart owner," 
said Scott Lake, the nation’s 
leading trainer in wins and the 


man who trains the majority of 
Cole’s runners. “His percentages 
are better than anybody, and 
he claims more horses that win 
stakes than any other owner. 
If he finishes the year like 
he started, he should win the 
Eclipse Award hands down.” 

Cole, 43, grew up in Tows on, 
Md., and traces his fascination 
with handicapping horses back 
to his teenage years, when he 
and his older brothers were 
daily visitors at the State Fair at 
Timonium and its then-lengthy 
half-mile race meet. 

<f We were out there every 
day in the heat and the dust 
watching the races," said Cole. 
“That’s how I learned to read 
the [Daily Racing] Form ." 

Cole did not come from 
a horse-oriented family—but 
there have been some notable 
achievers within his tribe. Chief 
among them is great-uncle, the 
late William Putington Cole Jr., 
a U.S. Congressman and long¬ 
time chairman of the University 
of Maryland’s board of regents 
who was memorialized by the 
naming of Cole Field House, 
which for nearly a half-century 
served as the home of the bas¬ 
ketball team at the University 
of Maryland, College Park. 

After first making his career 
as a Realtor—while simultane¬ 
ously developing his skills as 
a hard-core racing fan—Cole 
turned to mortgage banking 
(the same business that backed 
Michael Gill’s rise to promi¬ 
nence in racing) and in 1999 
founded Service 1st Mortgage 
in Glen Burnie, Md. 

The success of his mortgage 
business led Cole to invest in 
horses. “It was natural, because 
I knew the racing game so 
well," said Cole, who makes his 
home in Highland, Md., with 
his wife, Kari. With no chil¬ 
dren, both have devoted much 
of their energy to the mortgage 
business. 

Cole bought his first race 
horse in 1997 and gradually 
expanded his holdings. For 
the past five years, he typically 
owned 15 horses at any one 
time. But this year he went on 
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a claiming rampage and now 
owns upward of 40. Of the 
approximate 60 claims Cole has 
made this year, he estimates 
half cost at least $25,000. 

There’s a distinct pattern to 
Cole’s claiming madness. He 
studies the Daily Racing Form 
for several hours each day, 
paying particular attention to 
horses handled by low-profile 
connections. He studies the 
condition book and charts at 
several tracks to know where 
the new claims will fit and what 
types of races draw predomi¬ 
nantly short fields. He is quick 
to summon top trainers—Lake, 
Howard Wolfendale, Stephanie 
Beattie—and top jockeys such 
as Rosie Napravnik, Travis 
Dunkelberger, Roberto Alva¬ 
rado Jr. and Ramon Dominguez 
to handle his stock. 

“I can micro-manage the 
horses,” noted Cole. “But I 
have no skills riding and no 
skills when it comes to the 
anatomy of the horses. That’s 
the jockeys’ and trainers’ job. If 
I dealt with average trainers and 
jockeys, I’d win 25 percent of 
the time, not 40 percent. You 
have to win 25 percent just to 
break even in this business.” 

But make no mistake, Cole 
picks all the claims and is in 
charge all the time. He goes so 
far as to give instructions in the 
paddock on race day. 

“I think I win a couple races 
extra a month by giving good 
instructions, but I probably 
give one back with bad instruc¬ 
tions,” Cole said. 

Lake laughed at the thought 
of die rather simple thought 
process. “Cole’s instructions 
consist of ‘Go to the lead.’ He 
just loves speed.” 

Somehow, the horses get 
the message. 

Outcashem, the current star 
of the stable, has won 13 of 
14 starts, most in wire-to-wire 
fashion, since Lake haltered die 
son of Mazel Trick on Cole’s 
behalf for $25,000 in March 
2005 at Charles Town. Now 5, 
the gelding has won four stakes 
along the way to bump his 
earnings to $366,631. 


Outcashem has kept quality 
company while carrying Cole’s 
silks. The 5-year-old mares Rain 
Song and Remarqable Tale and 
the 3-year-old colt Riproarious 
all won stakes on the front end 
at Charles Town during a three- 
week stretch this past spring. 
Those wins allowed each run¬ 
ner to surpass $50,000 in earn¬ 
ings for the year. 

The prolific Morine’s Vic¬ 
tory ran a 107 Beyer to win 
the $75,000 Waterford Park 
Handicap at Mountaineer Park 
(while briefly under the owner¬ 
ship of Cole’s good friend 
Edward Turner). It was the 5- 
year-old gelding’s seventh score 
since Cole claimed him for 
$30,000 last summer. Morine’s 
Victory, by Victory Gallop out 
of a Risen Star mare, shared 
top honors as the winningest 
horse in the nation in 2005 
with nine victories. Outcashem 
was tied for second with eight 
wins. 

“I think I could ride his 
horses blindfolded; they’re all 
pretty much the same,” said 
Dunkelberger. “They’re fastest 
from the gate, they’re fit and 
they almost always win.” 

The majority of these stakes 
winners, however, have not 
won at the track at which they 
were claimed, causing friction 
between Cole and some racing 
secretaries. 

“I try to run them at the 
tracks where they were claimed, 
but most often they fit bet¬ 
ter at other tracks,” said Cole. 
“Horses in New York and 
Florida tend to be better than 
horses in West Virginia and 
Maryland, so that’s where I 
run them. An average claim 
can turn into a great claim at 
Charles Town. I’m just trying 
to take advantage of the best 
options available. You can’t 
handcuff an owner to stay in 
one place.” 

Cole toured North America 
with his all-time best horse, 
Shake You Down, who blos¬ 
somed into a four-time graded 
stakes winner and two-time 
Grade 1-placed sprinter after 
he was claimed for $65,000 in 


March 2003. That same year, 
Shake You Down finished third 
in the Breeders’ Cup Sprint-Gl 
and second in the De Francis 
Dash-Gl. While no longer in 
the Cole stable, the 8-year-old 
is still racing and occasionally 
adding to his $1.4 million bank¬ 
roll. 

“Shake You Down gave me 
a big profit and was a lot of fun 
to be around, but his success 


had little impact on how the 
stable stands now,” said Cole. 

As it stands now, Cole is at 
the top of his game, looking to 
get better. 

“This is just a trial run for 
a brighter future ahead,” he 
said. “I’m banking on slots 
in Maryland, New York and 
Pennsylvania. I want to get all 
the wrinkles out before the big 
money hits.”

In The Kingmaker: How 
Northern Dancer Founded a 
Racing Dynasty , Thoroughbred 
pedigree expert Avalyn Hunter 
describes a Maryland treasure. 
Although born in Canada, 
Northern Dancer made most 
of his stud career in Maryland, 
his reign spanning three 
decades at the state's then-pre¬ 
mier breeding operation, the 
late E.P. Taylor's Windfields 
Farm, Maryland division. 

In Hunter's words, Northern 
Dancer was “a champion race¬ 
horse and a legendary sire," who 
“set off a genetic explosion 
whose echoes still reverberate 
throughout the Thoroughbred 
breed... The Northern Dancer 
sire line is the most dominant 
international sire line on the 
planet, and it all began with a 
small bay colt no one seemed 
to want." 

Northern Dancer, a foal of 
1961, was bred by Taylor, a 
Canadian industrialist who was 
his country's leading breeder 
at the time. When Northern 
Dancer failed to bring the price 
that Windfields placed on him 
as a yearling, Taylor raced him 
in his own colors. 

A champion and classic 
winner in two countries—his 
native Canada and the U.S.— 
Northern Dancer won 10 


stakes at 2 and 3, including 
a record-setting performance 
in the Kentucky Derby and 
additional classic scores in the 
Preakness and Queen's Plate, 
the latter being the final start of 
his wonderful career in which 
he recorded 14 victories (with 
two seconds and two thirds) 
from 18 lifetime starts. Retired 
to stud at Windfields in Ontario 
after his 3-year-old season, the 
Dancer was relocated to the 
farm's Maryland operation four 
years later. 

Readers of Hunter's pains¬ 
taking American Classic Pedigrees 
(2003)—an invaluable and 
timeless resource, with detailed 
lists and comments about every 
classic winner from 1914 to 
2002—will find The Kingmaker 
far more briskly paced. Here, 
she weaves a real narrative, 
taking her lead from recent 
mainstream racing books such 
as Laura Hillenbrand’s Seabiscuit 
and Elizabeth Mitchell's Three 
Strides Before the Wire (which 
chronicled the lives of the race 
horse Charismatic and jockey 
Chris Antley). 

Hunter still includes pedi¬ 
gree discussion.Two chapters— 
“Tapestry" and “Legacy"— 
seem as if they could have 
been lifted straight from the 
author's earlier work, since they 
focus in great detail on the 
careers of Northern Dancer's 
forebears and his less-lumi¬ 
nous get, respectively, record¬ 
ing races, foaling and changes 
in ownership. 

In racing books directed 
toward a general audience, 
horses such as Seabiscuit and 
Charismatic are readily dubbed 
“great" for their courage and 
appeal, as well as for their ath¬ 
letic accomplishments. Because 
Northern Dancer the race horse 
was less notable than Northern 
Dancer the sire, Hunter some¬ 
times struggles with how to 
characterize her subject. 

Northern Dancer “never 
possessed the shattering bril¬ 
liance of a Man o' War or a 
Secretariat," she writes, while 
pointing out that “it is on sheer 
heart that Northern Dancer 


can stake a claim to greatness 
... those who knew him well all 
agreed that the Dancer was the 
kind of horse that would try 
to run through any injury and 
problem.” 

Hunter assesses Northern 
Dancer as a sire according 
to concrete and quantifiable 
parameters. How have his get 
done on the track? How do 
his progeny fare abroad? In 
America? On turf? On dirt? 
She examines all of these fac¬ 
tors and comes up with a con¬ 
sidered judgment, thoughtful 
and reasoned enough for any 
student of Thoroughbred per¬ 
formance. 

The everyday racing fan 
may glaze over during some 
sections of The Kingmaker, espe¬ 
cially when Hunter delves into 
detailed pedigree analysis and 
history. But Hunter succeeds in 
melding bloodline discussion 
with a story that racegoers may 
enjoy, even if they skip a sire 
list or two along the way.

Designing Speed in the 
Racehorse, Ken McLean. The 
Russell Meerdink Company, 
Neenah, Wis. 2006. 300 pp, 
illus. $59.95, hardcover. 

Bloodstock advisor Ken 
McLean is no stranger to 
Thoroughbred breeding cir¬ 
cles or to writing books on 
pedigree theory. Designing Speed 
in the Racehorse is his fourth 
book on the subject, and in 
it he updates the elite mares 
list that he introduced in Quest 


for a Classic Winner (1987) 
and embroiders on topics he 
originally broached in Genetic 
Heritage (1996). Its key themes 
are the development of speed 
in the Thoroughbred and the 
vital importance of speed, 
in combination with staying 
influences, to achieve classic¬ 
running ability. 

Given his more than 
50 years of pedigree study, 
McLean's personal experience 
and enthusiasm become appar¬ 
ent as he works his way through 
various eras and geographic 
locales in an examination of a 
vast number of Thoroughbred 
pedigrees and performances. 
In both his study of past suc¬ 
cess and prediction of future 
success, McLean applies his 
beliefs in linebreeding of elite 
individuals while advocating a 
balance of speed and staying 
influences. 

Rather than simply send¬ 
ing a mare to a commercially 
fashionable stallion, he recom¬ 
mends seeking a sire whose 
pedigree reinforces elite ele¬ 
ments within a mare's breeding 
line, complementing her speed 
or stamina influences. For 
instance, he discusses success 
in doubling up Myrdewood 
by sending mares by Mr. 
Prospector to A.P. Indy, and 
notes the merits of match¬ 
ing mares with a surplus of 
speedy pedigree influences to 
a stallion such as War Chant, 
whose lineage is more stamina- 
oriented. 

Additionally, conformation 
and soundness are clearly mat¬ 
ters of concern to McLean, 
and he frequentiy addresses 
these subjects in discussion of 
individual horses. 

All but inevitable in books 
on hard-core pedigree theory 
is a flood of both pedigree 
lines (in an effort to illustrate 
similarities between horses) 
and recitations of individual 
accomplishment. Although 
Designing Speed includes some 
narrative text, especially at the 
start of each chapter, few read¬ 
ers will likely want to devour 
the book in a single sitting, 
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nor would that probably be 
the best way to get the most 
out of it. 

Another inherent hazard in 
a book packed with data is an 
increased risk of error. Alert 
readers will spot the occasional 
mistake. For example, McLean 
states that Dancer’s Image 
defeated Iron Liege in the 1968 
Wood Memorial (actually, he 
defeated Iron Ruler), and that 
Busanda won the Alabama 
Stakes as a juvenile (Busanda 
was 3 when she won the 1950 
Alabama, not 2). Small mis- 
cues such as these, however, 
don’t detract from the author’s 
underlying theory. 

McLean singles out young 
pedigree enthusiasts and breed¬ 
ers who breed to race as the 
target audience for Designing 
Speedy and that seems like a fair 
appraisal. Commercial breed¬ 
ers may not appreciate genetic 
affinities far beyond the fourth 


generation—information that 
will never appear on a catalog 
page—and the book may prove 
tough going for newcomers to 
the subject of Thoroughbred 
pedigrees.

Professional Care of the 
Racehorse: A Guide to 
Grooming, Feeding, and 
Handling the Equine Ath¬ 
lete, T.A. Landers. Eclipse 
Press, Lexington, Ky. 2006. 304 
pp, illus. $19.95, paperback. 

Professional Care of the Race¬ 
horse is an excellent resource for 
anyone employed in this line of 
work. Author Ted A. Landers, 
who is the lead instructor for 
the Groom Development Pro¬ 
gram at Belmont Park, even 
discloses some tricks of the 
trade, such as how to make a 
muck sack (burlap feed bag, 
twine), how to secure a mud 
knot (electrical tape) and how

best to pack a hoof (add vin¬ 
egar or mineral oil to the clay). 

Accompanying illustrations 
are particularly useful. Simple 
procedures—mucking a straw- 
bedded stall, taking a horse’s 
temperature—are depicted 
with line drawings or photo¬ 
graphs, giving a more thorough 
idea of the task than descrip¬ 
tion alone. It actually seems as 
if you could look at the book 
and, with a little practice, pull 
a mane or clean a leather halter 
for the first time. 

Discussion of grooming 
tasks begins with the mun¬ 
dane—“If the trainer asks you 
to disinfect the laundry, you 
must add a third cycle to the 
cleaning process”—and pro¬ 
gresses to more complicated 
chores. The chapter on boots 
and bandages is worth the price 
of purchase alone, with detailed 
photos illustrating each step of 


processes that can be intricate 
or confusing, such as applying 
a rubber rubdown bandage and 
making a spider bandage. Also, 
Landers’s glossary is helpful, 
defining terms from “across 
the board” to “blowout,” and 
from “lugging out” to “speedy 
cutting.” An appendix includes 
diagrams of the various areas 
of a race track and different 
types of racing plates (shoes). 

Also included are a few 
career hints for those new to 
the backstretch: “Hotwalkers 
are much more likely to advance 
to grooms if they take time to 
cool each horse out properly.” 

The tone of Professional Care 
of the Racehorse is not particular¬ 
ly accessible or sunny, although 
it maintains a certain wryness. 
“A groom rarely has the luxury 
of sleeping in,” Landers writes. 

Although there is plenty of 
basic information, such as how 
to bathe a horse or take his 
temperature, this is not a book 
for the casual horse owner or 
weekend rider, who could get 
bogged down in racing terms 
or procedures that they will 
probably never encounter; 
better for them to stick with 
the time-honored U.S. Pony 
Club manuals for information 
on horse care and handling. 
But for anyone seeking more 
information about the life of 
a Thoroughbred groom— 
whether prospective grooms or 
current ones seeking greater 
insight—this is the book.

FRESHMAN FIRST 
FOR POLISH MINER 


N orthview Stallion Station's 
freshman sire Polish 
Miner got his first winner 
on June 13 at Delaware Park 
when his 2-year-old daughter 
Red Hot Lady pulled away to 
a one and three-quarter-length 
victory over seven other fillies 
in a five-furlong dash. 

Making her debut in the 
race for $50,000 claimers, Red 
Hot Lady—bred and owned 
by Fred Greene Jr., trained by 
Hamilton Smith and ridden 
by Ramon Dominguez—was 
always in contention, saving 
ground while racing in third 
before taking charge as the 
field rounded the far turn. 
The 3-2 favorite shot into the 
clear through the stretch, with 
Dominguez peeking back for 
competition as they neared the 
wire. 

The Maryland-bred filly is 
the first foal for her winning 
dam, Two From the Blues (by 


Kyle's Our Man), and was the 
second starter for Polish Miner, 
who has 38 juveniles in his first 
crop. 

Polish Miner entered stud 
after winning or placing in 17 
of 30 starts while earning 
$344,646. He was twice graded 
stakes-placed at 2 (in the 
Remsen Stakes-G2 and Nashua 
Stakes-G3, both at Aqueduct), 
was third in Saratoga's National 
Museum of Racing Hall of 
Fame Handicap-G2 at 3, and 
placed twice in stakes at age 5, 
including a third in the Grade 2 
Knickerbocker Handicap at 
Aqueduct. 

Bred by the powerful Phipps 
Stable, Polish Miner is by sire 
of sires Danzig out of the suc¬ 
cessful sire family that descends 
from stakes-winning Broadway 
(his third dam). 

Polish Miner's dam, Miner's 
Game (by Mr. Prospector), is a 
full sister to top race horse and 



classic sire Seeking the Gold. 
Counted among Seeking the 
Gold's 75 stakes winners (42 of 
whom are graded winners) is 
2006 Belmont Stakes-Gl vic¬ 
tor Jazil. 

Con Game (by Buckpasser), 
Polish Miner's second dam, 
also produced Grade 1 winner 
and champion sire Fast Play, 
and the graded stakes-winning 
sire Stacked Pack. She is the 
granddam of millionaires King 
Cugat and Zafolia. 

The influence of juvenile 
stakes winner Broadway was 
immediate at stud, as the 


daughter of Hasty Road pro¬ 
duced five stakes horses from 
her first five foals to race, 
including champion 2-year-old 
filly Queen of the Stage. Her 
third foal, Reviewer, will be 
forever linked to greatness for 
having sired the glorious 
Ruffian in his first crop. 

Polish Miner is a full brother 
to Survivalist, winner of the 
Grade 3 Gotham Stakes in 
2005 and an earner of $365,170, 
as well as a half-brother to 
stakes-placed Looking Afar 
($107,725). He stood the 2006 
season for $3,500 live foal. 


SIPHON (BRZ) TO 
SHUTTLE TO BRAZIL 
FOR SECOND SEASON 


S iphon (Brz), who moved 
to Regal Heir Farms in 
Grantville, Pa., for 2006 
and currently ranks as one of 
Pennsylvania's leading sires, 
was scheduled to leave for 
Brazil in mid-July to stand the 
southern hemisphere season. 
The 15-year-old stallion, who 
covered approximately 55 
mares this year, completed his 
North American season on 


June 23 before being placed in 
quarantine for 30 days prior to 
export. He is due back at Regal 
Heir by the end of December. 

A multiple Grade/Group 1 
winner of $3,155,919, Siphon, 
by Brazilian horse of the year 
Itajara, has six crops of racing 
age, all conceived at Airdrie 
Stud in Kentucky. Of his seven 
stakes winners, six have scored 
in graded company, including 


Hollywood Futurity-Gl victor 
Siphonic and Frank J. De 
Francis Memorial Dash Stakes- 
Gl winner I'm the Tiger. He is 
also the sire of Panamanian 
champion Siphonica. 

Siphon has total progeny 
earnings of more than $9.8 
million and ranks second on 
Pennsylvania's 2006 sires fist 
with more than $1.4 million. 
His top runner this year 
(through July 1) is Siphon City, 
who scored in the Prairie 
Meadows Cornhusker Breeders' 
Cup Handicap-G2 on July 1. 

The Brazilian-bred Siphon 
is out of Ebrea (by Kublai 
Khan), a half-sister to group 
winner Foix, and is from the 
family of Brazilian champion 
Verinha and Dixie Stakes- 
G2 winner Cool Conductor. 


Siphon was a Group 1 winner 
in his native country before 
coming to the U.S. He ranked 
as one of the top handicap 
horses in the mid-1990s, win¬ 
ning six stakes, including pres¬ 
tigious scores in the Santa 
Anita Handicap-Gl (over Sand- 
pi t-Brz and Gendemen-Arg) 
and the Hollywood Gold Cup 
Handicap-Gl (defeating Geri 
and Helmsman). Counted 
among his six stakes placings 
was a second to Singspiel (Ire) 
in the 1997 Dubai World Cup. 

Siphon will stand at Lineu 
de Paula Machado's Haras Sao 
Jose e Expedictus in Brazil. His 
stud fee while standing at Regal 
Heir this year was $6,500 live 
foal, or $5,000 for mares foal¬ 
ing in Pennsylvania.

Roll Again 

South Carolina stallion Roll 
Again, a full brother to top 
sprinter and sire Lord Carson, 
got his first winner on May 
4 at Penn National. The 12- 
year-old bay horse, whose old¬ 
est foals are now 4, stands at 
McCutchen Training Center in 
Kings tree, S.C. 

Nifty Bachelor, a 3-year- 
old chestnut gelding owned by 
Jason McCutchen and trained 
by Flint Stites, led at every call 
in the six-furlong maiden race, 
romping home by nearly eight 
lengths in a time of 1:11.33. 
Out of the Lord At War (Arg) 
mare Belle At War, Nifty 
Bachelor was bred in South 
Carolina by H&F Inc. 

By Carson City, Roll Again 
was an allowance winner at 
Gulfstream Park, Aqueduct 
and Laurel Park, earning 
$119,530 from 23 starts over 
three seasons. He is out of the 
winning mare Bedgays Lady, 


a daughter of Lord Gaylord 
who is a full sister to stakes 
winner Miss Gaybeddard (dam 
of $323,284-earner and Grade 
3 winner Miss Concerto) and a 
half-sister to stakes winner and 
sire Purple Comet.

M aryland-bred Point 
Determined didn't live 
up to hopes in the Ken¬ 
tucky Derby, finishing ninth in 
the field of 20, 15J4 lengths 
behind victorious Barbaro. 
But, fortunately, his classic bid 
appears to have left him none 
the worse for wear. 

Hollywood Park's Affirmed 
Handicap-G3 on June 17 show¬ 
cased the return of two Cali¬ 
fornia-based Derby contenders 
—Point Determined and A. P 
Warrior (who handed Point 
Determined a half-length defeat 
in the San Felipe Stakes-G2 in 
March, but finished well behind 
him in the Derby after a rough 
start). Neither had started since 
die Derby. 

The two colts dueled down 
the stretch of the mile and a 
sixteenth Affirmed, with Point 
Determined prevailing by a 
nose as the 1.5-1 favorite. 

Point Determined finished 
second in two important Ken¬ 
tucky Derby preps, with the

R obert Hahn, a pension 
consultant from Red Bank, 
N.J., hit paydirt with one 
of die first race horses he 


other being the Santa Anita 
Derby-Gl won by Brother 
Derek. He earned Beyer speed 
figures of 103 and 100, respec¬ 
tively, in the Grade 1 and 2 
events. 

But the Affirmed was Point 
Determined's first stakes win. 

Owned by the Robert and 
Beverly Lewis Trust and trained 
by Bob Baffert, Point Deter¬ 
mined (from the first crop 
of 2001 Preakness/Belmont 
Stakes winner Point Given) was 
bred by Marylanders Tom and 
Chris Bowman and Milton Hig¬ 
gins (see feature article on page 
16) in a foal-sharing arrange¬ 
ment with Robert Clay. Point 
Given stands at Clay's Three 
Chimneys Farm in Kentucky. 

Point Determined is the sec¬ 
ond foal produced by the Broad 
Brush mare Merengue, whom 
the Bowmans and Higgins pur¬ 
chased privately as a foal in a 
package deal with her stakes- 
winning dam, Sentimental 
Tango (by Sentimental Slew).

whom he purchased for $27,000

Merengue won or placed 
in seven stakes, including a 
victory in the Anne Arundel 
Stakes-G3 and a second in the 
Pimlico Distaff Handicap-G3, 
for earnings of $334,070. 

Point Determined was

I Prince Simon, the horse said 
to have brought racing indus¬ 
try titan William Woodward 
his greatest joy and bitterest 
disappointment, found a new 
home with James McHenry, a 
Baltimore investment banker 
and foxhunting enthusiast. 

Woodward’s fondest wish 
was to win the Epsom Derby— 
and thus prove the equality, 
if not the superiority, of the 
American Thoroughbred. 
Prince Simon, a son of *Prince- 
quillo, nearly achieved that feat, 
narrowly missing while finish¬ 
ing second in the 1950 run¬ 
nings of the Epsom Derby, the 
Two Thousand Guineas and 
the King Edward VII Stakes. 
Those efforts earned him top 
weight of 133 pounds in that 
season’s Free Handicap in the 
United Kingdom, where he 
became known as “the best 
horse who never won the 
Epsom Derby.” 

Returned to the U.S. to stand 
at Claiborne Farm in Kentucky, 
Prince Simon proved to be a 


shy breeder, and, after four sea¬ 
sons, was gelded and then pen¬ 
sioned at Woodward’s Belair 
Stud, located near Bowie, in 
Maryland. 

Upon Woodward’s death in 
1953, his son William Wood¬ 
ward Jr. assumed control of 
Belair Stud, but when the 
younger Woodward was killed 
in 1955, all of the operation’s 
stock—broodmares, horses of 
racing age, yearlings and wean¬ 
lings, including 1955 Preakness 
and Belmont Stakes winner 
Nashua—was sold, except for 
Prince Simon. 

In late May 1956, the trust¬ 
ees of the Woodward estate 
transferred ownership of Prince 
Simon to McHenry, who, from 
his Baltimore County farm, 
planned to transform the 9- 
year-old into a hunter and pos¬ 
sible timber horse. 

I Timonium race track pre¬ 
pared for its 75th season by 
unveiling a new structure hous¬ 
ing the racing secretary’s office 
and the jockeys’ quarters; addi¬ 
tionally, the track featured a 
new paddock and walking ring. 

Those attending the track’s 125th 
meet this month will find the ameni¬ 
ties exactly as pictured in 1956. 


I Maryland-bred Cigar reeled 
off his 15th and 16th consec¬ 
utive victories, the former in 
the $500,000 Massachusetts 
Handicap at Suffolk Downs, 
and the latter in the $1,075,000 
Arlington Citation Challenge 
at Arlington Park. To no one’s 
great surprise, he won both 
races easily—even though 
burdened with 130-pound 
imposts—triumphing in the 
Massachusetts Handicap by 
two and a quarter lengths on 
June 1, and then returning on 
July 13 to take the Arlington 
Citation Challenge by three 
and a half lengths. 

With those wins, Cigar 
equaled Citation’s record 16 
consecutive victories (regis¬ 
tered from 1948 to 1950) and 
boosted his career earnings 
to $8,819,815, solidifying his 
status as North America’s all- 
time leading money-winning 
Thoroughbred. 

I West Virginia’s loss was 
Maryland’s gain as Vincent 
and Suzanne Moscarelli relo¬ 
cated their Country Roads 


Farm to the Chesapeake City, 
Md., area. 

Among the region’s most 
respected horsepeople, the 
Moscarellis had foaled and 
raised songwriter Burt Bacha- 
rach’s millionaires Soul of the 
Matter and Afternoon Dee¬ 
lites at their facility in West 
Virginia. 

One of the final horses foaled 
at Country Roads in West Vir¬ 
ginia was Grade 1 winner A 
Huevo. Sadly\ Vincent Moscarelli 
died not long after their arrival 
in Maryland, hut Country Roads 
remains in operation with Suzanne 
Moscarelli and their son, also 
named Vincent . 

I Charles Peoples, who 
earned widespread admiration 
during his 52-year career as 
private trainer for Middle town, 
Del.-based owner/breeder 
Bayard Sharp, announced his 
retirement. 

Peoples developed numer¬ 
ous stakes-winning homebreds 
for Sharp’s stable, including 
Maryland-bred champions 
Northrop and Dixieland Band. 


YEARS AGO 

I Led by a pair of Northern Dancer 
colts who brought record-breaking final 
bids of $3.5 million and $3.3 million, 
Maryland’s Windfields Farm sold 23 
yearlings for a total of $10,732,000 at 
the Keeneland July and Fasig-Tipton 
Kentucky July sales. The top-priced colts, 
both sold at Keeneland, smashed the 
previous world record for a yearling sold 
at auction: $1.7 million, established one 
year earlier at Keeneland. 

A four-person syndicate headed by 
Englishman Robert Sangster outbid Sheikh 
Mohammed al Maktoum to obtain the 
$3.5 million Northern Dancer colt out of 
South Ocean; bred at Windfields’s Cana¬ 
dian division, the new record-holder was 
a full brother to Storm Bird, the previous 
year’s European 2-year-old champion. 


Determined to purchase a son of 
Windfields’s Northern Dancer, Sheikh 
Mohammed soon went to $3.3 million to 
acquire a colt bred in Maryland, the first 
foal out of Kentucky Oaks-Gl winner 
Sweet Alliance. The $3.3 million final bid 
easily obliterated the previous mark of 
$1.25 million paid for a Maryland-bred, 
set when Windfields sold another son 
of Northern Dancer one year earlier at 
Keeneland. 

Half of the 12 yearlings Windfields 
sold at Keeneland were sired by Northern 
Dancer. Collectively, they brought $8.9 
million, an average of $1.5 million. The 
least expensive Northern Dancer yearling 
sold for $225,000. 

The $3.5 million colt, named Ballydoyle, 
raced in England, winning once in four starts. 
Sheikh Mohammed fared better with his $3.3 
million colt, Shareef Dancer, who won three of 
five starts, including the Irish Sweeps Derby-GI 
and the King Edward VII Stakes-G2. Shareef 
Dancer was syndicated for stud for a world 
record $40 million in the summer of 1983.

Un¬ 
raced at 2, the filly was ready 
to run when she made her de¬ 
but in the summer of 2005 at 
Pimlico, driving home by four 
and a half lengths in a six-fur- 
long maiden special weight. 
She took her next two starts, 
once on the dirt and once on 
the turf, in allowance com¬ 
pany going one mile at Laurel 
Park, and was soon pointed to 
stakes competition. 

Beaten seven lengths by 
Trickle of Gold when fifth in 
her stakes debut, the Anne 
Arundel Stakes on De Francis 
Dash day this past November, 
Dynamic Deputy returned to 
take a non-winners of three 
allowance at Laurel less than 
a month later. Her next outing 
in stakes company resulted 
in a second-place finish, af¬ 
ter gaining the lead in mid-

stretch, to stablemate Sticky in 
the Maryland Racing Media 
Handicap. She followed with 
another second, to Princess 
Pelona, in the Snow Goose 
Stakes, also at Laurel. 

Dynamic Deputy has fol¬ 
lowed in her family's foot¬ 
steps by graduating to stakes 
winner. The Deputy Minister 
filly is the final foal out of Dy¬ 
namic Star, a stakes-winning 
and multiple Grade 1-placed 
Silent Screen mare purchased 
by Meyerhoff for $200,000 at 
the 1988 Keeneland Novem¬ 
ber sale. 

Dynamic Star was carrying 
her first foal in 1988. The filly 
in utero, by Deputy Minister, 
was Star Minister. 

Named Maryland-bred 
champion filly at 2 and 3, 
Star Minister won 10 of her 
21 lifetime starts, seven of 
them stakes, most notably the 
Grade 2 Cotillion Handicap. 
She retired with earnings of

Meyerhoff had purchased 
Dynamic Star to send to 
Broad Brush. To the cover 
of Meyerhoff's great home¬ 
bred, Dynamic Star produced 
$626,830-earner Stellar Brush, 
winner of the 1999 Ohio Der- 
by-G2; stakes-placed Dynamic 
Brush ($235,002, 2nd Federico 
Tesio S-G3, etc.); and Dynamic 
Broad (2nd Breeders' Cup 
Christiana S). 

Dynamic Star produced a 
total of 12 foals, nine of them 
winners, six the earners of 
more than $100,000. In De¬ 
cember 2003, while in foal to 
Broad Brush, Dynamic Star 
developed neurological prob¬ 
lems and was euthanized 
at the age of 20.

mance lines betrayed a stag¬ 
geringly dogged capacity for 
futility: 11 consecutive races in 
which the 3-year-old filly had 
finished no closer than 13 3 A 
lengths of the winner. Tell¬ 
ingly, each of those efforts had 
occurred on the main track. 

Then, on May 14, trainer/ 
co-owner/co-breeder Mark 
Kohlheim changed tactics, en¬ 
tering Royal Descent in a one- 
mile maiden special weight on 
Pimlico's turf course. Sudden¬ 
ly, the proverbial light bulb 
switched on over the filly's 
head, and, at 49-1, she romped 


to a two-length victory against 
nine foes. 

"The rider [Emilio Rodri¬ 
guez ] said, 'She stepped up 
on the turf,' " Kolhlheim ex¬ 
plained. "He could feel it in 
her body.'' 

That long-awaited break¬ 
through emboldened Kohl¬ 
heim to bring back Royal De¬ 
scent on June 3 in Pimlico's 
grassy mile and a sixteenth 
Pearl Necklace Stakes, in 
which she faced both two- 
time main track stakes win¬ 
ner Somethinaboutbetty and 
Christmas Stocking, who'd 
triumphed in Calder Race 
Course's Cherokee Frolic 
Stakes on the grass this past 
December. Unimpressed with 
Royal Descent's maiden victo¬ 
ry, bettors sent her off at more 
than 24-1 in the Pearl Neck¬ 
lace. 

Under Rodriguez, Royal 
Descent trailed early, as Christ¬ 
mas Stocking opened a two 
and a half-length lead over 
Somethinaboutbetty. Rodri¬ 
guez patiently guided his filly 
along the rail through the final 
turn, passing all except Some¬ 
thinaboutbetty, who had col¬ 
lared Christmas Stocking and 
drawn off to a three-length 
advantage. But as Somethin¬ 
aboutbetty sputtered through 
the stretch over the yielding 
turf course. Royal Descent 
surged to the front, winning 
by three-quarters of a length 
in a pokey 1:49.89. Somethin¬ 
aboutbetty easily held second, 
five and three-quarters lengths 
ahead of Keep On Talking, fol¬ 
lowed by Christmas Stocking 
and Miriams Approval. 

"Good God, Almighty—oh, 
you know, this is a beautiful 
feeling," Kohlheim enthused 
immediately afterward. 

As M K Stable, Kohlheim 
co-owns—and co-bred—Roy¬ 
al Descent with his father, 
Edward, a former trainer. The 
Kohlheims stand the filly's 
sire, the 25-year-old Bishop 
Northcraft, at their farm in the 
tiny southern Maryland town 
of Croom, located in Prince 
Georges County. To date. Bish¬ 
op Northcraft's best-known 
runner has been the durable 
sprinter Wise Dusty, a fixture 
in Maryland, Pennsylvania 
and West Virginia who reeled 


off eight stakes scores, most 
prominently in the 1997 Lau¬ 
rel Dash-G3, and placed in a 
dozen other added-money 
events, including a second be¬ 
hind Eclipse Award-winning 
sprinter Smoke Glacken in the 
1997 Frank J. De Francis Me¬ 
morial Dash, when the stakes 
was a Grade 2. 

Royal Descent's penchant 
for the turf may be explained 
in part by her immediate fe¬ 
male family connections. 
Cynthia Phipps bred Royal 
Descent's dam. By Descent (by 
Linkage), from the Irish-bred 
mare In Perpetuity, a daugh¬ 
ter of champion European sire 
Great Nephew. The first foal 
for her winning dam. By De¬ 
scent is a half-sister to a pair of 
English-bred, Group 3 stakes 
winners, each victorious in 
their homeland: the filly Love 
Everlasting and the colt Baron 
Ferdinand. 

There are numerous classic 
connections found under Roy¬ 
al Descent's first three dams, 
most notably English and Irish 
Derby winner Shirley Heights. 
One of Europe's most impor¬ 
tant sires, Shirley Heights is a 
half-brother to In Perpetuity. 

The royally bred family 
also boasts French champions 
Divine Proportions and Whip- 
per, English champions Pen- 
tire and Miletrian and Italian 
champion Prime Glade. 

The Kohlheims bought By 
Descent when she was 12 for 
$6,500 at the 1999 Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic December mixed 
sale. A winner of four of her 
25 starts—with six seconds 
and two thirds—By Descent 
earned $102,070 over three 
seasons. 

Seguing into life as a brood¬ 
mare, By Descent had pro¬ 
duced three foals for breeder 
Roy Lerman, including the 
1994 filly Posterity (by Pleas¬ 
ant Tap), who scored once in 
10 career efforts. For the Kohl¬ 
heims, By Descent lost one 
foal prior to her mating with 
Bishop Northcraft in 2002, the 
union that produced Royal 
Descent. By Descent hasn't 
been bred since producing 
Royal Descent.

Two new Maryland 
Fund stakes to 
debut this fall 


The Maryland Fund 
stakes schedule has expanded 
with two new stakes for 2- 
year-olds. The races are set for 
September 16 at Laurel Park 
(closing date September 6). 

Both races—the Oliver's 
Twist Stakes for colts and geld¬ 
ings, and the Gin Talking 
Stakes for fillies—will be run 
at five furlongs on the turf, 
and each will carry a purse of 
$50,000. They are named for 
Maryland-bred champions. 

Oliver's Twist, a champion 
at 2 and 3 in the mid-1990s, 
highlighted his career with a 


fast-closing second-place fin¬ 
ish in the 1995 Preakness won 
by Timber Country. 

Gin Talking was also a di¬ 
visional champion at 2 and 3, 
and took Maryland-bred horse 
of the year honors in 2000. She 
has quickly made her mark as 
a producer as the dam of grad¬ 
ed stakes winner Dixie Talk¬ 
ing and stakes-placed Keep 
On Talking from her first two 
foals. 

A total of 16 Maryland 
Fund stakes are on the sum¬ 
mer-fall schedule—two at Ti-

In memoriam 

Dave's Friend: 
Maryland-bred star of 1980s

Dave's Friend, the humbly bred gelding who for several 
years in the 1980s ranked as the leading Maryland-bred runner 
of all time, was euthanized on June 14 due to infirmities associ¬ 
ated with old age. He was 31. 


A winner of 17 stakes, with $1,079,915 amassed in 
76 career starts (almost exclusively in sprint races), 
Dave's Friend earned Maryland-bred horse of the 
year honors in 1980 and was a state-bred divisional 
champion in 1978 (at age 3) and '80. 

Bred by the late southern Maryland horse¬ 
man Robert L. (Bob) Beall, Dave's Friend (Friend's 
Choice—Due's Tina, by Due de Fer) was owned and 
trained by Beall until sold privately to the nation's 
then-leading owner, John Franks, midway through 
his 6-year-old season in 1981. Franks reportedly paid 
$500,000 for Dave's Friend and another good sprinter 
developed by Beall, Skipper's Friend. Already a mul¬ 
tiple graded stakes winner, Dave's Friend went on to 
take five stakes for Franks. 

Dave's Friend reportedly was one of the last horses 
still living on Franks Farm in Shreveport, La., after the 
reduction in stock that followed the owner's death in 
2003. Dave's Friend was buried on that farm. 

"I think if he had been moved to Siberia or Russia, 
he would have lasted forever," farm manager Johnny 
Whittington told Thoroughbred Times. "I'm afraid that 
with another summer down here, he would have been no horse 
at all. .. I've been around a lot of them, and he was just a class 
act. He loved peppermints, he loved photography and he loved 
children. He was a real docile horse, but if there was another 
horse in the paddock, he was the kingpin." ^

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Park Avenue Ball annexes 
Frisk Me Now Stakes 



C har-Mari Stable’s Park Avenue Ball—last 
year’s New Jersey-bred horse of the year 
and champion 3-year-old male—regained 
his winning form in the $65,000 Frisk Me 
Now Stakes on May 27 at Monmouth Park. 

Making his second start of the season, Park 
Avenue Ball was fully extended to score by a half- 
length over Network in a frontrunning effort. With 
Chris DeCarlo aboard, the 4-year-old Citidancer colt 
stepped the mile and 70 yards over a fast main track 
in 1:42.01. 

Park Avenue Ball gained command from the 
start but had to deal with a stubborn foe in Ranger 
Chance for a half-mile. The winner put that rival 
away on the turn and opened a clear lead, but 
Network made his usual strong late run, and Park 


Avenue Ball had to dig down to turn back the 
challenge. 

“He got a lot out of this race,” trainer James 
Ryerson said afterward. “We really didn’t want to go 
to the lead, but he broke sharp and was in front. I 
was concerned when that horse [Ranger Chance] was 
lapped on him, because he couldn’t get a breather 
down the backstretch. But he was able to open a little 
daylight on the turn and he dug in when Network 
came at him in the stretch.” 

Park Avenue Ball, bred by C.J. Hesse Inc., earned 
a winning purse of $39,000, plus a 30-percent bonus 
that is distributed to the owner of any New Jersey- 
bred who finishes first, second or third in any open 
race. The victory pushed his career earnings to 
$673,000. 
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Joey P. victorious 
injohnj. Reilly 
Handicap 



J ohn Petrini’s homebred Joey P. remained 

undefeated at six furlongs as he hung on to 
score by a half-length over Quiet Desperation in 
the $60,000 John J. Reilly Handicap on May 27 
at Monmouth Park. Karakorum Tuxedo rallied for 
third, a length farther back, in the field of five New 
Jersey-breds. 

Joe Bravo rode the winner. They completed the 
distance in 1:10.84 over a fast track. 

The Reilly marked the seventh victory in nine 
Monmouth starts for Joey P., a 4-year-old gelding 
by New Jersey sire Close Up who was making his 
first start for trainer Ben Perkins Jr. Last year, Frank 
Costa saddled Joey P. to victory in the Jersey Shore 
Breeders’ Cup-G3, Friendly Lover Handicap and 
Rutgers Stakes, a campaign that earned Joey P. the title of2005 
champion Newjersey-bred sprinter. The Reilly was the first start 
for Joey P. since he won the Rutgers at the Meadowlands this past 
November. 

Joey P. broke sharply, as did Hammered, and they went right 
to the front. Quiet Desperation joined them on the outside, 
putting Joey P. in the middle. Going into the turn, Joey P. put away 
Hammered and drew off from Quiet Desperation entering the 
stretch. Joey P. started to tire from his early efforts (after setting 


fractions of :22.18, :45.26 and :57.57), and Quiet Desperation made 
a menacing run inside the eighth pole, but the winner had enough 
to hold that one off. 

"We thought this was a great place to start the season, and 
I’m happy with the way it worked out,” Perkins said. "He was 
really fresh and he got right into the race. When that horse [Quiet 
Desperation] came outside of him, Joe started to throw him down, 
and he used some of his energy. I figured he would get a little tired 
at the end.

T he North Carolina Thoroughbred As¬ 
sociation (NCTA) would like to wel¬ 
come new members Timothy and Leah 
Byrnes from Diamond Six Stable, located 
in Apex. They own the well-bred mare Re¬ 
sounding Grace (Thunder Gulch—Trois 
Graces, by Alysheba), whom they bought 
in Prance. Her first foal, the 3-year-old 
colt Intersky Music (by Victory Gallop), 
was sold and sent to England. The Byrne¬ 
ses stay in touch with the new owners and 
eagerly await the start of his racing career.

Bank Audit named 2005 Virginia-bred Horse of the Year

Bank Audit outfinishes her archrival Sensibly Chic to win 
the 2005 Genuine Risk Handicap-G2 at Belmont Park . 


M ultiple graded stakes win¬ 
ner Bank Audit, a 5-year- 
old mare bred by Wayne and 
Susie Chatfield-Taylor’s Morgan’s 
Ford Farm, was honored as the 
2005 Virginia-bred Horse of the 
Tear during a ceremony held at 
Colonial Downs on June 24. The 
ceremony was part of the Virginia 
Thoroughbred Association’s 29th 
annual Hall of Fame and awards 
luncheon that was held at the 
track on the same day as the $1 
million Colonial Turf Cup. 

Owned by Robert J. Amen- 
dola, Bank Audit (Wild Rush— 
Mosquera, by Faraway Son) raced 
exclusively in New York in 2005, 
making 12 starts and winning 
five, including four stakes. She 
also accounted for two seconds 
and two thirds, for earnings of 
$400,691. 

Bank Audit started her 2005 
campaign with a five and a half- 
length victory on New Year’s 
Day in the $75,000 Interborough 
Handicap at Aqueduct going six 
furlongs, and followed that with a 
second-place finish in the $75,000 
Correction Handicap at the same 
distance, beaten only a half-length 
by Lavendar Lass. 

In early March she captured a 
six-furlong allowance at Aqueduct 


as a prep for the $150,000 
Distaff Breeders’ Cup Handicap- 
G2. In the Distaff, Bank Audit 
made a wide move to rally past 
Sensibly Chic and win by more 
than a length for trainer Frank 
LaBoccetta Jr. 

Bank Audit captured the 
$150,000 Genuine Risk Handi- 
cap-G2 at Belmont Park and 
after a second-place finish in the 
$150,000 Vagrancy Handicap-G2, 
she ventured upstate to finish third 
in Saratoga’s $150,000 Honorable 
Miss Handicap-G2 and fourth in 
the $250,000 Ballerina Stakes- 
Gl. 

Bank Audit’s final two starts of 
the year resulted in a four and a 
half-length victory in the House 
Party Stakes and a third in the 
Garland of Roses Handicap, both 
going six furlongs at Aqueduct. 
The Chatfield-Taylors’-bred mare 
was named champion Virginia- 
bred older mare and champion 
Virginia-bred sprinter. 

Bank Audit’s family extends 
back a long way for the Chatfield- 
Taylors. Her dam, Mosquera, was 
bred and raced by Susie Chatfield- 
Taylor’s mother, Elizabeth F. 
Thomas. Mosquera was a stakes 
winner of $156,745, with victo¬ 
ries including the Honeymoon 


Handicap at Atlantic City. She 
also placed in three stakes at 
Meadowlands and Monmouth 
Park. 

Mosquera has produced eight 
foals, all of whom have started. 
Six of those foals have been 
winners, including Bank Audit’s 
half-brother Whistler Run (by 
Stop the Music), a stakes-placed 
earner of $127,467, and her half- 
sister Lake Shore View, an earner 


of $125,451. To date, Mosquera s 
progeny have earned more than 
$950,000. 

The Chatfield-Taylors sold 
Bank Audit for $52,000 at the 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic Eastern 
Fall Yearling sale. She was 
entered—but failed to meet her 
reserve—in 2-year-olds in train¬ 
ing sales in California and Florida 
before beginning her champion¬ 
ship racing career.

V irginia connections were 
responsible for the highest- 
priced filly sold at the Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic Two-Year-Olds 
in Training sale held on May 
22 and 23, when Zayat Stables 
paid $380,000 for a chestnut 


Maryland-bred daughter of Two 
Punch out of the Smarten mare 
Smart Erin. The filly was con¬ 
signed by Randy Miles, agent for 
Eldon Farm in Charlottesville. 
“That was a good one,” said 
Debbie Easter, bloodstock man¬ 


ager for Eldon. “We were very 
pleased.” 

Miles also consigned the high¬ 
est-priced Virginia-bred, a filly by 
Citidancer out of Dress Fancy, 
by Allen’s Prospect, who sold for 
$110,000 to PTK LLC. 


In addition, Jimmy and Emily 
Day’s Daybreak Stables sold Like 
a Bull, a colt by Holy Bull out 
of Dancing Ballade (by Devil’s 
Bag), for $410,000 to Carboys, 
com Stable.

Colonial Downs races into second decade 


C olonial Downs entered into not only its 10th year this past 
June, but also into a brave new world after the track bought 
out its operating agreement with the Maryland Jockey Club in the 
fall of 2005 and took control of its own destiny 

“We’ve entered a new era with new ideas,” said IanWoolnough, 
who stepped up to the top of the ladder after nine years as assistant 
general manager. Woolnough feels he has assembled a solid team, 
with a mix of newcomers and longstanding Colonial Downs racing 
and hospitality personnel. 

Chief among the new appointments Woolnough made was 
to name Randy Wehrman as racing secretary. According to 
Woolnough, “Randy is respected for being fair to all horsemen. He 
also has brought a high level of enthusiasm to the racing office.” 

Among Colonial Downs veterans at Wehrman s side is assistant 
racing secretary Wendy Pensivy, who formerly served as stakes 
coordinator, a post she continues to hold in Maryland. Pensivy 
agrees that Wehrman has created an exciting atmosphere in the rac¬ 
ing office. “Randy is very upbeat,” she noted. “He keeps everything 
buzzing and everyone on their toes, which is good, as things have 
to move quickly when entries are coming in. I also see good com¬ 
munication between Randy and the horsemen.” 

Among the new draws who arrived in Wehrman s slipstream is 
patrol judge Al Fox. “Randy and I go way back,” Fox explained. “I 
called him to congratulate him on his new appointment, and he 
talked me into coming out of semi-retirement to serve as a patrol 
judge.” 

Title aside, Fox is often the cheerful, helpful voice that charac¬ 
terizes Colonial’s racing office. He and Wehrman worked together 
at Penn National, as did popular “stall man” Rex Connelly. 

Both Wehrman and Connelly have shown an ability to draw 
new horsemen to Virginia, in particular from the Ocala and Tampa, 
Fla., areas. In listing names new to Virginia, Connelly singles out 
Dan Cronin, owner of Emerald Paradise Farm in Ocala, as a “great 
guy for the game.” Because of Cronin’s love of grass racing, he took 
out his first trainers license—at age 60-plus—to take advantage of 
Colonial Downs’s strong turf schedule. 

Based on their past associations with Wehrman (a resident of 
northern Kentucky), several Kentucky stables are giving Virginia a 
try in 2006, including those handled by Alice Cohn and Joan Scott, 
the latter a former Virginian whom Connelly lobbied when her 
string wintered at Tampa Bay Downs, where Connelly sometimes 
saddles horses and works as an equine dentist. 

Connelly, who has worked in racing offices through the years, 
came to admire Wehrman when he, Connelly, trained horses at 
Charles Town. “I stabled horses there when Randy was racing sec¬ 
retary. He’s a young [under 50] guy who I think has the potential 


to be one of the good ones,” said Connelly. “Randy wants everyone 
to come into the office with a smile on their face. Not every racing 
office is like that. He and I also were intent on keeping stalls filled 
as a key to keeping races full. 

“I advised that we take 1,300 stall applications, because we 
thought we had 1,000 stalls—until Randy actually counted and 
found we had less than 900. That almost got us in trouble. But 
when I would notice empty stalls, I would call a trainer who was 
holding five or six stalls empty and ask them to give them up. That 
wasn’t being fair to other horsemen who were begging for stalls. 

“I think every horseman should work in the front office for a 
few weeks, and everyone in the racing office should work on the 
backside. They would all gain a new respect for one another.” 

Another Wehrman associate—and another happy voice new to 
answering the phones at Colonial—is stakes coordinator Duane 
Christo. Wehrman and Christo have worked together at Turfway 
Park and River Downs. Christo tackled the task of filling Colonial’s 
stakes, held Saturdays and Sundays, including the $1 million 
Colonial Turf Cup and the $1 million Virginia Derby-G2, the first 
two legs of the track’s Grand Slam of Grass. A four-race series con¬ 
ducted exclusively on turf, the Grand Slam also includes Arlington’s 
Park’s $400,000 Secretariat Stakes-Gl and the $3 million Breeders’ 
Cup Turf-Gl. The owner of a horse who can sweep all four races 
wins a total of $5 milli on in purses and bonuses. 

“What a great racing promotion among top horsemen those 
million dollar races and the Grand Slam of Grass are,” Wehrman 
observed. “I think Colonial Downs and Keeneland have done the 
most to demonstrate the value of turf racing.” 

Meanwhile, Wehrman’s job, day-in and day-out, through the 
final day of the meet on August 12, is to fill every race as competi¬ 
tively as possible. “The key is discovering your niche and going for 
it,’’Wehrman said. “Here, what we offer is the most lower and mid¬ 
level turf claiming races a horseman can find anywhere.” Those, 
along with allowances and a full schedule of minor stakes races, 
nicely round out Colonial’s condition book. 

Not only is a racing secretary responsible for filling races: 
Ultimately, he also is responsible for the purse structure itself, 
because he must fashion a product that bettors and fans want. 

This past spring, as racing secretary at Turfway Park, Wehrman 
was honored, surprised and pleased to have been given the track’s 
Customer Service Award, not a title typically awarded to someone 
in the racing office. But with a credo of serving the racing custom¬ 
er—be it fan, trainer or owner—Wehrman and Colonial Downs 
seem to have produced a formula to set the stage for a successful 
second decade. /Jackie Burke

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Hometown runners step 
into the spotlight 


arold Shotwell's homebred 
Five Star Account returned 
to the races on June 2 
after an eight-month 
absence and turned in a five-star 
performance, downing a quality field 
of allowance runners at four and a 
half furlongs. 

The group that fell prey to the 
5-year-old West Virginia-bred's furious 
late kick included favorite Bishoftu 
(winner of nearly a quarter of a 
million dollars); Not for Sam (a 
West Virginia-bred sprint 
champion); and Shake You Down 
(speed merchant with earnings 
in excess of $1.4 million). 

Five Star Account (by Patton) 
went through a winless drought 
in 2005 while making only seven 
starts. The previous year he topped 
off a solid campaign with a win in 
the $75,000 West Virginia Lottery 
Breeders Classic Stakes. 

Laurel Park invader Blown Audit 
set the early fractions from his inside 
post, gaining the advantage over 


Bishoftu, while Shake You Down 
raced at a considerable loss of 
ground and Five Star Account 
trailed. At the top of the stretch. 

Five Star Account, ridden by Oscar 
Flores, unleashed his striking rally 
to claim the winner's share of the 
$34,000 prize. Blown Audit held on 
for second, beaten only a neck, with 
Shake You Down another four and a 
half lengths behind in third. 

Surprisingly, it was Five Star 
Account's first win at four and a half 
furlongs which, along with the layoff, 
likely accounted for his generous 
$26.60 mutuel. Fie completed the 
distance in a snappy :51.82. 

On the same program, last 
year's West Virginia-bred 2-year-old 
champion, Sorbettor Associates's 
Standing for Peace, made a 
shambles of her six 3-year-old filly 
rivals. Sporting a new rider in C.J. 
Schneider, the angular daughter of 
Beau Ridge Farm stallion Standing 
On Edge bolted to the lead in the six 
and a half-furlong allowance race 
and never glanced back. 


Winner of the 2005 Triple Crown 
Nutrition Breeders Classic Stakes, the 
dark bay filly won by five and a half 
lengths over Our Clubin in a final 
time of 1:19.11. 

Pier first two efforts this year, 
though subpar, did not dampen the 
public's enthusiasm at the betting 
windows, as Standing for Peace paid 
only $5.40 while notching her third 
career victory. 

The second race on June 3, a 
$15,000 claimer for 3-year-old fillies, 
drew a consistent group seeking the 
winner's portion of $24,000. Pleavy 
attention focused on the hot barn 
of trainer Ollle Figgins III, who sent 
out Plow Ya Like Me Now, with jockey 
Travis Dunkelberger. 

The man who cooled off this 
formidable duo was local resident 
and veteran conditioner Jeff 
Runco, who saddled I’m a Little 
Kus. Purchased privately this past 
January by owner Neil Glasser, the 
diminutive daughter of Luftikus

Fans of the West Virginia Breeders 
Classic and Charles Town regulars 
likely remember Glasser's classy 
veteran Coolmars, who captured 
the 2000 edition of the Classic. 

On June 9, West Virginia runners 
brought their "A" game to the table. 
On a track made lightning fast by 
afternoon showers, Napoleon o’ War 
battered his maiden claiming foes 
by nearly 15 lengths. Trained by ex¬ 
jockey Victor Espinosa, the 3-year-old 
son of Grindstone turned this skirmish 
into a rout, running the six and a 
half furlongs in 1:19.78. Bred in West 
Virginia by Melita Hutchinson, the 
well-traveled youngster now has one 
win, two seconds and two thirds in 
five starts at Charles Town. 

The seventh race on the card, 
run at the same distance and 
conditions, was won by 4-year-old 
Chicken Thief, under J.D. Acosta. 

Bred in West Virginia by his owner. 
Clay T. Brittle Jr., the winner ran the 
distance in 1:18.22.
